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NATIONAL 


REGIONAL SOCIAL DIFFERENCES MUST BE ELIMINATED

[Text] As the equalization of the working class and the kolkhoz peasantry progresses 
under developed socialism, thereby eliminating the more significant social disparities-- 
interclass differences--the social policy of the party and the Soviet State, as pointed 
out at the 26th CPSU Congress, is increasingly focusing upon the elimination of dif-+ 
ferences which go beyond individual classes and on the resolution of problems demanding 
the most careful consideration of the characteristics and interests of each group in 

our society. Differences of this kind existed previously, but they were forced into 
the background, as it were, by the deeper manifestations of social ani class inequal- 
ity. Their elimination is now becoming one of our urgent tasks, however. 





Because of this the CPSU Central Committee's Accountability Report to the 26th party 
congress underscored the need for a “smoothing out of social disparities in the terri- 
torial respect, so to speak"("Materialy XXVI s"yezda CPSS"[ 26th CPSU Congress Materials ]. 
Moscow, Politizdat, 1981, p 54). These are manifested first of all in the fact that the 
people's cultural and living conditions are not the same in various regions of our enor- 
mous country. It is these disparities which frequently complicate the labor resource 
situation in many places. 


It should be borne in mind, of course, that in each region there are still differences 
among people resulting from the fact that they belong to different classes, to the ur- 
ban or rural population, to the categories of workers who perform physical labor or 
those engaged in intellectual work. In the entire aggregate of living conditions, how- 
ever, the manifestations of regional inequality, as it were, are added to the social 
and class differences, creating disparities in the situations of people belonging to 
the same classes and social groups but living in different areas of the country. 


This article discusses a few of the regional social differences and a number of pro- 
blems involved in eliminating then. 


The social differences still existing in our nation do not all have the same import- 
ance with respect to the development of society. 


Some of these differences are inevitable under socialism and are even essential for 
its normal functioning and progress. These include wage differences, for example. 








As long as work has not become the prime vital need of all the people, we must imple- 
ment the financial interest principle and pay for labor according to quantity and qual- 
ity. 


Other social differences are unavoidable under socialism for a certain period of time. 
They are nct only not essential, however, but actually retard socialism’s development 
to some degree. These are the differences in actual opportunities to acquire a higher 
education for the members of certain social groups, as an example, and differences in 
the cultural and technological standards of the working class, the peasantry and the in- 
telligentsia. The inequality in opportunities for acquiring a higher education for 
the children of workers, kolkhoz workers and intellectuals is a result primarily of 
differences in the cultural environment in which they are brought up, as a result of 
which the children of intellectuals are more successful in passing VUZ entrance exams 
than are the children of laborers. Preparatory departments, special VUZ courses and 
so forth have been set up to eliminate the negative social consequences of this actual 
inequality. It is clear that differences between the cultural and technological stan- 
dards of intellectuals and of laborers are holding up the all-round development of the 
latter. 


Finally, there are social differences(including social differences of a regional na- 
ture), which do not invariably arise out of the nature of socialism itself and which 
may Or may not exist under socialism. These differences are not a result of the basic 
economic law of socialism or the law of planned, proportionate development of the econ- 
omy, application of the socialist principle of distribution in accordance with the work 
performed, or the like. 


Just what is the ~~rigin of social differences of a regional nature? 


First of all, they can be produced by natural and climatic conditions, which to some 
degree serve as the basis for the territorial division of labor. It is natural_y more 
expedient to raise grapes in Moldavia than in hothouses in Noril'sk. Natural and geo- 
graphic factors also determine the location of enterprises of the extractive industry. 
Natural conditions therefore give rise to certain differences in the occupational struc- 
ture of the populations of areas and therefore, to social differences--differences in 
the income levels, as an example(wage differences are fairly great among different 
branches of production). 


It should be pointed out that natural and climatic conditions among the regions are 
not themselves of a social nature. Under socialism, however, they produce a certain 
inequality in living conditions, in the nature of the work performed, wages and so 
forth. In other words, they produce differences in the social circumstances of the 
people. Only in the highest phase of communism will natural differences not produce 
social disparities. 


A certain nonuniformity in the economic development of various regions is yet another 
source of social differences among their residents. Academician N.N. Nekrasov, a 
well-known specialist on problems pertaining to the distribution of productive forces, 
wrote the following: “There are still regions poorly developed in the economic sense, 
along with the highly developed industrial and agrarian regions. The following are 
the main causes of territorial nonuniformity in the economic development of the USSR: 














the historical process of regional concentration of the population and the ecoromy 
in the European part of the USSR; 


harsh natural and climatic conditions and the absence of economic preconditions for 
the development of arid areas in the Asian part of the USSR in the past; 


_a@ relatively low level of technology, which previously prevented the extensive and 
all--ound development of productive forces in regions remote from the Center, with 
harsh natural conditions(N.N. Nekrasov, "Regional'naya ekonomika"[ The Regional Econony ], 
Moscow, 1975, p 129). 


It is important that present differences in the economic development of regions are no 
longer linked to the national make-up of their populations. Comrade L.I. Brezhnev 
noted at the 26th CPSU Congress that we no longer have any backward national outlands 
("Materialy XXVI s"yezda KPSS,” p 55). Differences among oblasts in the same Union 


republic are frequently greater than differences among republics. 


Regional social differences are also linked to the fact that the population of each 
region is a kind of social commmnity with its own specific interests. JIdAving together 
under specific economic, social, cultural and living conditions creates the objective 
basis for the development of local interests(and sometimes, localistic interests based 
on those). This situation is especially intensified by the fact that the population's 
real incomes depend greatly upon the size of public consumption funds apportioned to 
the given region. Because of this a region will try to obtain as mich funding as pos- 
sible for the construction of children’s facilities, for public health needs and so 
forth. 





The peculiarities of different regions’ historical development can also be the source 
of social differences. The fact that Moldavia entered the USSR at a later date, for 
example, resvited in a lower level of education among the population than the Union 
average: According to the 1979 sensus there were 77 people with a higher education 
per 1,000 workers there, with an average Union figure of 100(VESTNIK STATISTIKI, No 
4, 1981, pp &, 73). 


Finally, the still-existing system for distributing funds to be spent on social de- 
velopment is having an extremely great influence upon regional social differences. 

A large part of these funds are now at the disposal of departments and enterprises 
and not local soviets of people's deputies. In the RSFSR, for example, more than half 
of the urban housing belonged to various departments in 1980, and almost 4,000 enter- 
prises were managers of water lines, 2,700 managed sewage systems and 700 maintained 
hotels with a combined capacity of more than 100,000 guests(PRAVDA, 18 Sep 80). When 
they spend funds on the construction of housing, children facilities, hospitals and 
so forth, the ministries and departments do not always consider the real needs of the 
regions. Furthermore, they are actually not responsible for meeting those needs. As 
a result of this. the distribution of social benefits among the regions is s imes 
a random thing, and totally unjustified inequality develops in the lives of their p>op- 
ulations. 


Regional social differences have a negative effect upon the nation's economic develop- 
ment. The CPSU Central Committee's Accountability Report to the 26th party congress 
states: "The implementation of programs for developing Western Siberia, the BAM zone 








and other areas in the Asian part of the nation have increased the influx of people 
into those areas. People still frequently prefer to move from the north to the south 
and from the east to the west, however, although the expedient distribution of pro- 
ductive forces requires that they move in the opposite directions"("Materialy XXVI 
s"yezda KPSS,” p 54). And so, the need to eliminate territorial social differences 
is dictated by the need to provide the national economy with labor resources. 


It is also required for the country’s social development. The highest goal of the 
party's economic strategy is that of steadily improving the people's material and cul- 
tural standard of living and creating the best possible conditions for the individual's 
all-round development. Naturally, all these possibilities mst be created for all the 
Soviet people, universally and sore or less uniformly. 


A scientific approach to the accomplishment of this task requires a precise assessment 
of the lives of the people. Academician P.N. Fedoseyev writes: "Unfortunately, the 
scientific institutions have still not provided precision tools for determining the 
quantitative and qualitative parameters of many social developments occurring in out 
society. We do not need to demonstrate the fact that without such measurements it is 
difficuit to define actual trends in social development and to affect them in a planned 
manner”(VOPROSY FILOSOFII, No 2, 1980, p 13). 


It is our opinion that the concept “living conditions” can adequately reflect regional 
social differences. It describes the real possibilities which the society makes avail- 
able to the individual for the divers types of vital activities inherent in the Soviet 
way of life. The concept is complex in structure and reflects numerous characteristics. 


The first group of characteristics depicts the population's standard of living. This 
includes primarily the income level(earnings, wages paid to kolkhoz workers for work 
performed in the public farming operations, incomes out of public consumption funds 
and incomes from personal subsidiary plots). It would be incorrect to judge the stan- 
dard of living from the size of incomes alone, however. Possibilities for using the 
money earned, that is, the kinds of food and manufactured goods available to the pop- 
ulation in a given locality, are also highly important. Per capita retail commodity 
turnover(including public dining) was 1,028 rubles in Novosibirsk in 1979, for example, 
and 1,716 in Kishinev(VESTNIK STATISTIKI, No 12, 1980, p 70). One can see that the 
difference is an extremely substantial one. 


This group of characteristics also includes the degree to which the population is pro- 
vided with housing, children’s ard medical facilities and dining rooms. Regional dif- 
ferences are fairly great in this area. There was 10.3 square meters of useful living 
space per capita in Frunze in 1979, for example, and 14.3 square meters in Khar'kov. 
There were 105.2 hospital beds per 10,000 residents in Minsk in 1979, and 183 in 
Vil'nyus(VESTNIK STATISTIKI, No 12, 1980, pp 66, 68, 75). labor conditions(the por- 
tion of heavy physical labor and the ion performed under harmful conditions, ?.d 
the incidence of production accidents) and ecological conditions(good wages do nt 
make the residents of a city happy, naturally, if the atmosphere there is contayinated) 
are also of considerable importance. 


As we know, however, man has needs other than material needs. The citizen in the so- 
cialist society has an extremely broad range of objectively conditioned needs. Living 
conditions therefore include a number of noneconomic aspects. These are reflected in 
the second group of characteristics, which describe the actual possibilities provided 
by the society for the individual's all-round development. 














In general, possibilities for the individual's all-round development are determined by 
the economic and the sociopolitical structure. It is not just possibilities on the 
level of the entire nation, of the entire society, however, which are important to the 
individual. Specific conditions for all-round development existing in the given region 
are also important. Just what elements make up these conditions? In our opinion, the 
most important factors are the following. 





In the first place, they include the existence in a given region of complex work re- 
plete with intellectual, creative substance and capable of satisfying the needs of the 
modern, highly educated worker, kolkhoz worker and white-collar worker. There is more 
of this kind of work in industrially developed regions and in large cities. Attrac- 
tion to this kind of work is one of the most important causes of the population's mi- 
gration. Naturally, it is very important for a region to have a broad selection of 
types of work. The possibility of selecting from among different types of jobs de- 
pends primarily upon the degree of diversity of national economic branches located in 
a given region. 


Secondly, they include the amount of free time used for the individual's all-round de- 
velopment. Basically, thse actual amount of free time available to workers in the USSR 
depends upon two factors: the level of development of public domestic services( 
facilities, stores, domestic service enterprises, children's facilities and so forth 
and the amount of time spent traveling to and from work. Even large cities differ 
extremely significantly, however, in the number of public dining enterprises per 10,000 
residents: from 9 in Novosibirsk to 14 in Tallin(VESTNIK STATISTIKI, No 12, 1980, p 70) 


In the third place, they include educational opportunities in a given locality. Dif- 
ferences among regions in this area are manifested mainly in the fact that individuals 
living in large VUZ centers have greater opportunities for entering institutes. Our 
studies covering the firet half of the 1970s, for-example, showed that 10 percent of 
the school graduates in Kamyshin(which has no VUZ at all) entered institutes, 20 per- 
cent of the graduates in Ufa and more than 40 percent in Krasnoyarsk. 


In the fourth place, possibilities for the individual's all-round development are 
greatly determined by the availability of cultural facilities. Extremely great dif- 
ferences exist in this area. There were 31 movie theater seats per 1,000 residents 

in Chelyabinsk in 1979, for example, and 56 in Odessa(VESTNIK STATISTIKI, No 12, 1980, 
pp 66, 73). There were clubs with a combined capacity capable of handling 700 out of 
1,000 rural workers in the RSFSR in 1975, 289 in Usbekistan and only 154 in Moldavia 
("Kompleksnyy plan razvitiya sfery obsluzhivaniya naseleniya"[The Comprehensive Plan 
for the Development of Public Services|, Moscow, 1977, p 212). There are 26 profes- 
sional workers in the arts per 10,000 residents in Estonia, but only 5 in Sverdlovskaya 
Oblast(SOTSIOLOGICHESKIYE ISSLEDOVANIYA, No 3, 1979, p 81). 


In the fifth place, possibilities for physical development are an important element in 
the conditions for the individual's all-round development. The need for physical de- 
velopment is growing, since the lightening of the work brought about by the scientific 
and technological revolution has produced a situation in which the individual is carry- 
ing an inadequate physical load. This causes an increase in the incidence of cardio- 
vascular disorders. Possibilities for engaging in physical culture and sports are de- 
termined by the availability of stadiums and sports fields, tourist and vacation cen- 
ters, preventive health facilities and so forth. The regions differ fairly mrkedly 
in this respect. 











In the sixth place, possibilities for the individual's social advancement and his 
growth in his profession, his skills and his specific job are an important condition 
for the individual's all-round development. These possibilities are determined to a 
great extent by the range of production and non-production branches in the region and 
the size of the population center. 





Finally, we should also include opportunities for the workers to participate in the 

administrative process among the conditions for the individual's all-round development. 
Regional differences can arise in this area when the public-political activeness of the 
workers is poorly developed and when the principles of socialist democracy are violated. 


The third group of indices describing living conditions reflects the individual's de- 
gree of confidence in the future. A sense of social optimism is an integral feature 
of the socialist personality. This optimism is created by the general circumstances 
of life in the Soviet society and the existence of solid guarantees of the right to 
work, to healtK protection, material security and so forth. In a given region or conm- 
munity, however, the people may experience the feeling of confidence in the future in 
different ways. With respect to this I would like to mention at least the following 
circumstances. 


The full employment of all the workers in a given region is a significant aspect of 
their confidence in the future. We still have regions with a shortage of jobs and 
others with excess jobs, however. The CPSU Central Committee's Accountability Report 
to the 26th party congress contained the following statement: "In Central Asia and a 
number of areas in the Caucasus... there is a surplus of workers, especially in the 
rural areas. This means that we should take more vigorous steps to draw the popula-. 
tion of those localities into the development of new territories in the nation. We 
also need to develop industries essential to the national economy there, of course, 
and to expand the preparation of skilled workers ofthe indigenous nationalities, pri- 
marily the rural youth"("Materialy XXVI s"yezda KPSS,” p 54). 


A factor of considerable importance to a feeling of confidence in the future is the 
possibility for every individual to find employment and to retrain in the same region 
should his old job or specialty be eliminated(this frequently happens in the situation 
of scientific and technological revolution). 


An important aspect of this confidence is the possibility of obtaining rapid and skilled 
medical treatment in case of illness. There is a significant difference among the 
regions in this respect. There were 103.5 doctors 10,000 residents in Tbilisi in 
“es 89.6 in Kishinev and only 54.8 in Chelyabinsk(VESTNIK STATISTIKI, No 12, 1980, 

P . 


Finally, the level of stress situations caused, as an example, by crime, poor opera- 
tion of transportation systems, the crowding of people and a poor sociopsychological 
climate at certain enterprises is also an important element in our living conditions. 
While the crime rate has tended to drop in the nation as a whole--it has been reduced 
3.5-fold during the 60 years of Soviet power(SOTSIOLOGICHESKIYE ISSLEDOVANIYA, No 3, 
1977, p 99)--there has been a growth in the crime rate during some years in certain 
regions and communities. This has to effect the morale of the population, of course. 











We feel that only the aggregate of all these three kinds of living conditions(standard 
of living, opportunities for the individual's all-round development and confidence in 
the future) can adequately describe the conditions for the people's vital activities 
in various regions. 


This raises the matter of developing a standard system for evaluating living condi- 
tions, however. We frequently have a situation in which a certain region will be 
ahead with respect to certain aspects of living conditions, while lagging behind in 
others. Living conditions have to be measured as a whole. Only then can we determine 
that region "A" lags behind region "B” in its social development, as an example, and 
that additional funds need to be sent there and special steps taken to eliminate the 
lag. This sort of assessment of living conditions as a whole requires a summation of 
the indicators for living conditions, taking into account the relative importance of 
each indicator(It is up to the rpecialists to work out a proper formula.). 





Naturally, it is important to have not just an overall appraisal of living conditions, 
but an appraisal of each of the elements as well. The overall assessment of living 
conditions may be fairly high, while the indicators for specific aspects(development 
of the public health system, for example) will be low. The availability of seats in 
dining facilities, let us say, cannot make up for an absence of hospital weds. We 
therefore need to take a comprehensive approach in assessing living conditions in 
various regions. 


It is highly important to arrive at the proper tactics to be used in eliminating re- 
gional social differences. : 


It would be incorrect and unrealistic to attempt to make living conditions absolutely 
identical in all the nation's various regions. F. Engels wrote that “there will al- 
ways be a certain inequality in living conditions between individual countries, areas 
and even localities, which can be reduced to a minimum but can never be totally elin- 
inated"(K. Marx and F. Engels, "Soch."[Works], Vol 19, p 5). 


The socialist principle of distribution according to the quantity and quality of the 
work can also be applied to the matter of regulating living conditions: The region 
which gives the nation the most should also receive more from the nation for its so- 
cial development. At first glance this would appear to be proper and in conformity 
with the nature of socialism. Such an approach is one-sided, however. 


We know that the socialist distribution system includes both distribution according 
to the quantity and quality of the wark and distribution out of public consumption 
funds, the latter to a significant degree not linked to the quantity and quality of 
the work. It is designed to satisfy a number of man's needs, important from social- 
ism's standpoint--the needs for education, health protection and improvement, use -f 
the achievements of culture and art, and so forth. Under socialism public cossum- 
tion funds are used to provide all citizens with certain minimal conditions for the 
individual's development, practically without any payment. These funds are used for 
making payments to families with children, to pensioners and so forth. This distri- 
bution system contributes to the elimination of social differences(for a more detailed 
discussion read V. Rogovin, "Public Consumption Funds and Expansion of Guarantees of 
the — Social and Economic Rights” in POLITICHESKOYE SAMOOBRAZOVANTYE,

Distribution of the funds for social development among the regions based only upon 
their labor contribution would therefore violate the socialist principles for use of 
the public consumption funds. Furthermore, it would considerably increase the differ- 
ences among living conditions for the populations of various regions and consequently, 
social differentiation of the society as a whole. 


At the same time a certain degree of consideration of the labor contribution made by 
the population in a region for distributing funds for housing construction, the de- 
velopment of children's facilities and the cultural and domestic service system, and 
so forth, also has some positive aspects: It motivates the workers to improve pro- 
duction effectiveness an2 «work quality. 


We believe that it is especially important at the contemporary stage to regulate liv- 
ing conditions in the regions from the standpoint of ensuring the kind of migration 

which is best for the society. This is precisely what Comrade L.I. Brezhnev stated 

at the 26th CPSU Congress: “The individual leaves Siberia, let us say, most frequently 
not because the climate did not suit him or because the wages were too low, but be- 

cause it is more difficult to obtain housing there or to place a child in a kinder- 

garten, and there are few cultural centers. This is why we plan to build housing and 
the entire social and cultural system and to improve the 

the population there at a more rapid rate during the present five-year period. lEvery- 


In summary, we can say that we believe the living conditions for the populations of 
various regions must be regulated in such a way that decisions in this area lead to 
the gradual equalization of those conditions, in a way which motivates a region to 
increase its contribution to the development of the Union economy, which stimlates 
the development of new regions and migration patterns needed by the society. The 
achievement of such goals is being furthered, as an example, by decisions adopted by 
the CPSU Central Committee and the USSR Council of Ministers on the Non-Chernozen 
Region, which lags behind a number of other regions in the nation with respect to the 
development of its agriculture and its social infrastructure. 


A comprehensive approach to economic and social development is unquestionably the 
most important trend in the equalization of social conditions for the populations of 
various regions. F, Engels wrote: "In the communist society... the administration 
will have to take charge not only of individual aspects of public life but of the en- 
tire public life in all its specific manifestations and all its trends"(K. Marx and 
F. Engels, “Soch.,” Vol 2, p 537). The transition to comprehensive planning of the 
economic and social development of the nation and its regions, as set forth in the 
new Constitution of the USSR, will contribute to the elimination of regional social 
differences. Central organs are expected to have the decisive role in the elimination 
of regional social differences. This in no way means, however, that local agencies 
can remain idle in these matters. 


Fulfillment of the decree "On Further Increasing the Role of the Soviets of People's 
Deputies in Economic Development” passed in 1981 by the CPSU Central Committee, the 
Presidium of the USSR Supreme Soviet and the USSR Council of Ministers will unques- 
tionably have a significant role in the elimination of regional social differences. 
It considerably broadens the rights of ths local soviets as the organizers of the 
comprehensive social and economic development of their territories. 

















Naturally, a great deal depends upon the purty and scviet organs of Union and auton- 
omous republics, krays and oblasts, rayons and cities. After all, regional social 
inequaiity also exists to one degree or ancther within the republics and oblasts. 

The southern part of the Bashkir ASSR, for exemple, remained for a long time purely 
agrarian and lagged considerably behind the rest of the republic in its social and 
economic development. It was not until the party obkom and the republic's council 
of ministers took steps towerd the economic development of the southern part of the 
republic(large industrial complexes were created in Kumertau and Meleuz) that its so- 
cial development accelerated and once-wocden rayon centers were turned into modern 
cities with convenient housing and a developing system of cultural and domestic ser- 
vices. The Krasnoyarskiy Kray committee of the CPSU is giving a great deal of atten- 
tion to the development of the social infrastructure for the Sayanskiy Territorial 
Production Complex. I could cite other examples such as these. 


Local organs and labor collectives could do a grsat deal to eliminate social and 
economic backwardness in their regions. They could mobilize interrial reserves at 
enterprises and steadily fulfill the economic and social development plans. “We mst 
have rigid control,” Comrade L.I. Brezhnev stated at the 26th CPSU Congress, “to see 
that funds for the social development of enterprises, cities and villages are used 
for precisely their designated purposes, used in their entirety and by the established 
deadlines"("Materialy XXVI s"yezda KPSS,” p 58). The search for and the use of addi- 
tional possibilities in the oblast or kray--for increasing consumer goods production, 
for example--the pooling of enterprise funds designated for social development, the 
complete and expedient utilization of trade union funds, and so forth can play an in- 
portant role in this matter. 





Aint so, the elimination of regional social differences is an integral part of our 

society's advancement toward complete social equality and complete social uniformity. 
Both central and local organs, party and public organizations end labor collectives-- 
actually, all the Soviet people--are expected to make their contribution to the acconm- 
plishment of the tasks involved in this. 
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ALIYEV SPEECH AT REPUBLIC AKTIV MEETING ON STUDENTS

Dear Young Friends! 


We have gathered on the threshold of an important sociopolitical event in the life 

of our country: on 1 September tens of millions of young Soviet citizens will enter 
the classrooms and lecture halls of schools and institutes, tekhnikums and vocational- 
technical schools. A new academic year begins--a big and happy celebration for all 
students. After all, it is right here, within the walls of educational institutions, 
that the younger generation learns to live and struggle in Leninist and communist 
fashion and receives its pass for life and for its future. 


Our country has embarked on the new decade in the bloom of its economic and defense 
might and multifaceted culture and armed with a scientifically substantiated ‘ong- 
term program of struggle for the further strengthening of the material and spiritual 
foundations of the developed socialist society (applause). The pinnacles of socio- 
economic, intellectual and scientific-technical progress reached by the Soviet 
people in the 1970's represent a strong foundation for even more vigorous advance 
in all areas of the building of communism (stormy applause). 


Both the economic and social policy of our party have a single goal--a rise in the 
people's living standard, strengthening of the socialist way of life and all-around 
development of the personality. The inspiring and directing force in the masses’ 
struggle for the achievement of these great and noble goals is our Lenin Party and 
the CPSU Central Committee headed by the outstanding theoretician of Marxism-Leninism 
and wise organizer of communist creation and tested leader of our party and the So- 
viet people--Leonid Il‘ich Brezhnev (stormy, prolonged applause). 


The Communist Party and the Soviet Government have created in our country all the 
conditions for highly productive, creative labor. For more than a third of a cen- 
tury now the Soviet people have been living under peaceful skies, and this is a 
priceless achievement of the CPSU's Leninist peace-loving foreign policy. The

The Soviet Union's ardent 
appeal for the defense of peace and the barring of the path to the nuclear threat 
elicited the broadest response in the world and a reaction from all to whom the 
security and future of mankind are déar. 


Leonid Ii'ich Brezhnev's recent friendly meetings in the Crimea with the leaders of 
communist and workers parties of the fraternal socialist states were convincing testi- 
mony to the resolve of the Soviet Union, together with all the socialist community 
countries, to defend peace and save it from the threat of a new war and to their 
aspiration to strengthen their economic and political ties. As the CPSU Central 
Committee Politburo emphasized, the outcome of the Crimea meetings was the necessary 
coordination of the foreign policy of the socialist community countries. This will 
contribute to the advancement of the socialist countries’ peace initiatives, which 
apply to all the most difficult and explosive problems of current world politics 
(applause).

prolonged applause). 
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Comrades! The 26th CPSU Congress emphasized the need for a further strengthening of 
the spiritual foundations of the Soviet way of life. An exceptionally important 
part was played by science and culture in the accomplishments of the Azerbaijan work- 
ing people in the 1970's. The principal nerve of the culture of the masses is public 
education. Guided by the instructions of the party and the government; the Azerbaijan 
Communist Party Central Committee has done a great deal of work for a fundamental 
improvement in the entire business of the education and upbringing of the working 
people, a refinement in the system of public learning and higher and secondary spe- 
cialized education and a rise in the quality of the training of students. Thanks 

to the measures ailopted by the Central Committee, the situation in the educational 
establishments and bodies has recovered, exactingness toward the schools and VUZ's 
has risen and the principles of a scientific, objective and competent approach have 
been established. 


The development of public education acquired great proportions in the 1970's, re- 
flecting to a considerable extent the scale and dynamics of the republic's economic 
upsurge. Some 1,857,000 persons are currently embraced by different kinds of tui- 
tion. In other words, almost every third inhabitant of the republic is involved 
in this form of training or the other. More than 1.5 million of them are receiving 
_ instruction in general educational schoools, 107,000 in VUZ's. This is clear evi- 

dence of the tremendous concern for the working people of Soviet Azerbaijan being 
displayed constantly by the CPSU Central Committee and the Soviet Government 
(stormy applause). And for this paternal concern and for the truly Leninist atten- 
tion to our republic's younger generation we today express boundless gratitude to 
the CPSU Central Committee, Central Committee Politburo, Soviet Government and Com- 
rade L.I. Brezhnev personally (stormy, prolonged applause). 


More than 1 million persons completed general educational school in the Ninth and 
10th five-year plans. Schools for more than 660,000 pupils were commissioned thanks 
to state and kolkhoz resources. Preceeding from the requirements of the economy, 

23 new faculties and 72 new departments were inaugurated in the republic's VUZ's in 
1976-1981. Yet another, the 18th, VUZ--the Azerbaijan Technological Institute in 
Kirovabad--has been built in 1981. 


It may be confidently said that in the past decade our higher school grew both 
quantitatively and qualitatively and its role and significance as a most important 
source of the replenishment of all detachments of the people's intelligentsia of 
the republic strengthened. The party and government have evaluated highly the 
activity of the republic's higher school. State awards have been conferred on a 
number of VUZ's. A large group of VUZ workers has been awarded USSR orders and 
medals and given honorific titles of the Azerbaijan SSR (applause). 


Profound transformations have occurred in the network of secondary specialized 
educational institutions--the number of tekhnikums and vocational-technical schools 
has grown. But the main point is that there has been a rise in the quality of 

the instruction of personnel of the mass occupations and in the reinforcement of the 
working class. Almost 440,000 skilled workers were trained in the vocational- 
technical education system in the Ninth and 10th five-year plans. Many production 
pacesetters, innovators and right-flank men of socialist competition have already 
grown from their ranks. 
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In 1981, the first year of the llth Five-Year Plan, a large new reinforcement has 
joined the army of the republic's students. Some 133,000 ehtidren'witl enter first 
grade. Some 21,400 persons have been enrolled in the first-year courses of VUZ's, 
and 87,600 persons will attend classes for the first time in tekhnikums and voca- 
tional-technical schools. 


What is the social makeup of the new entrants, who are the VUZ freshmen, with what 
equipment are they coming to storm the heights of learning? The answer to these 
questions is to be found in the results of the entrance examinations. Almost 70 
percent of enrolled VUZ freshmen are workers or kolkhoz members or members of their 
families. Yet there was a time when they did not constitute even one-half of the 
entrants. The geography has also expanded considerably: the freshmen attending 
here represent practically all areas of Azerbaijan, including the mountainous and 
remote areas. 


Affording youth from various regions and areas of Azerbaijan tue broadest opportuni- 
ties to obtain a higher education, we have begun to practice noncompetitive admis- 
sion within the republic. This measure is aimed at facilitating the accelerated 
economic and social-cultural development of all areas of the republic in ordex to 
help each of them reach the foremost positions of economic and cultural building. 
Special places are beingreserved in the university, the agricultural institute, 

the conservatory, the arts institute and other of our VUZ's for young men and 
women from the Nakhichevanskaya ASSR, the Nagorno-Karabakhskaya Autonomous Oblast 
and remote mountainous areas and for the Ingeloy, Meskheti and others. 


It is well known that the entrance examinations to educational institutions are the 
key problem of a scientifically substantiated formation of the student body and of 
a strictly objective selection of the applicants. And for this reason the Azerbai- 
jan Communist Party Central Committee constantly keeps this problem at the center 
of its attention. A great deal of work was done in the 1970's, securing a funda- 
mental breakthrough in the organization of entrance examinations. An uncompromising 
struggle against such ugly phenomena in the practice of the organization of admis- 
sion to the VUZ's as protectionism, bribe-taking and subjectivism, which were 
widespread in the recent past, bore fruit. Now the entrance examinations as a 
whole are conducted on the proper level, and the selection of the most capable 
applicants with profound learning is secured, in the main. Th‘s, in turn, has 
established in people the belief that .only firm knowledge ovens to the applicant 
the road to the VUZ. And today's speeches, particularly of Lyutviya Kuliyeva from 
Shamkhorskiy Rayon and Arzu Allakhverdiyeva from Agdamskiy Rayon, who related how 
they had taken the examinations twice, but, while receiving positive evaluations, had 
not passed competitively but this year had taken the tests for a third time and 
had been admitted, testify convincingly that justice and an objective approach have 
truly become the dominating factors here in the entrance examinations (stormy 
applause). The results of the entrance examinations of 1981, the first year of the 
llth Five-Year Plan, confimed anew that the measures adopted by the Azerbaijan 
Communist Party Central Committee are fully justifying themselves and ensuring the 
arrival of the VUZ's at a fitting replenishment (applause). 


An important area in the training of personnel with high skills is the practice 
which has evolved in the republic of sending large groups of young people to the 
VUZ's of Moscow, Leningrad and other cities. We now have an appreciable detachment 
of personnel trained in the best educational institutions of the Soviet Union in 
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thespecial fields for which there is a particularly acute need in the republic's 
economy. Some 853 persons, including 720 as freshmen, are being sent to the VUZ's 
of other cities this year. In addition, 42 persons have been enrolled in the Civil 
Aviation Institute in Kiev. Altogether 3,600 young men and women from Azerbaijan 
will receive tuition in 244 special fields in various VUZ's of the Soviet Union this 


year (applause). 


In this hall there are young people who have enrolled this year in VUZ's of Moscow, 
Leningrad and other cities of the Soviet Union. The republic's young emissaries 
will join the student collectives of the country's most representative and meritor- 
ious VUZ's. These include the Moscow State university imeni M.V. Lomonosov, the 
Moscow Power Engineering Institute, the Moscow Institute of Chemical Engineering, 
the Moscow Machine Tool-Building Institute, the University of Friendship of the 
Peoples imeni P. Lumumba, the Leningrad Refrigeration Industry and Aviation Instru- 
ment-Building institutes, the Kiev Polytechnical Institute, the Belorussian Insti- 
tute of the Mechanization of Agriculture and many others. There has also been a 
considerable increase this year in the number of young people sent to such illus- 
trious VUZ's as the Moscow Arts Institute imeni Surikov, the Leningrad Higher 
Industrial Arts School imeni Mukhina, the Khar'kov Industrial Arts Institute, the 
State Order of the Labor Red Banaer Institute of Theatrical Art imeni A.V. Luna- 
charskiy and others. The training of young people in these important and necessary 
professions will contribute to satisfaction of many cultural establishments’ need 
for qualified specialists. 


The Azerbaijan Communist Party Central Committee and the republic government attach 
sociopolitical importance to our youth's instruction in the country's leading VUZ's. 
We are taking steps to use as efficiently as possible the opportunities afforded us. 
It is proposed to continue to increase the contingent of those sent to the VUZ's 

of other cities, extend the training of personnel in new specialties and improve 
the social composition of those leaving for training. 


And today we again express cordial gratitude to the USSR Ministry of Higher and 
Secondary Specialized Education and the rectors, professors and lecturers of the 
VUZ's of Moscow, Leningrad and other cities for the great attention to and concern 
for the emissaries of Azerbaijan and for the active assistance rendered our repub- 
lic in the training of highly qualified specialists (stormy applause). 


It is gratifying that the geography of those enrolling in VUZ's in other cities is 
expanding with every successive year. While in rural areas, I have repeatedly heard 
the kolkhoz members and sovkhoz workers speak with pride about their children re- 
ceiving tuition in Moscow, Leningrad, Kiev and other cities. 


It may be noted with great satisfaction that we are scoring increasingly big suc- 
cesses in the working people's military-patriotic education. Our youth's growing 
gravitation toward study in the higher military schools testifies convincingly to 
its high patriotism and its desire to make its contribution to strengthening the 
USSR's defense. Some 300-400 young men of indigenous nationality now enroll in 
these institutions annually. This year the country's higher military schools have 
admitted 804 persons from our republic, including 416 of indigenous nationality. 
For the first time a large group of young people has been sent for enrollment in 
flying schools. Considerable credit for this is also due the specialized boarding 
school imeni Dzh. Nakhichevanskiy, whose further development was envisaged in a

be aware of your responsibility to it and to your parents and comrades (stormy ap- 
plause). We are confident, our dear young friends, that you will know how to uphold 
the glory and honor of Soviet Azerbaijan and will strengthen the international bonds 
of friendship with the fraternal USSR peoples headed by the great Russian people 
(stormy, prolonged applause). We wish you big success on the thorny, but noble path 
of learning (stormy applause).

It is necessary to continue to work on creating and rein- 
forcing an exacting and at the same time benevolent atmosphere which guarantees a 
just evaluation of the knowledge of the VUZ applicants (applause). A direction of 
such a search for means of an objective approach to the selection of applicants is 
the use of computers. We have the first experience of examinations being conducted 
in the main subjects with the use of computers in the Azerbaijan Institute of Oil and 
Chemistry imeni M. Azizbekov. The time has come to make a comprehensive study of 

it and to determine further steps in this direction. 


It is essential that the Ministry of Education and the leaders and party organiza- 
tions of the schools implement a set of measures for the practical realization of 
the instructions of the 26th CPSU and 30th Azerbaijan Commmist Party congresses.

Your conference is taking place at a worrying time, when in a hopeless attempt to 
secure its domination over other peoples the United States is kindling internation- 
al tension, forcing a dangerous new twist to the nuclear arms race spiral and per- 
sistently striving to reinforce its arsenal with neutron and other types of weapons 
of mass destruction. And we are sure that from the conference platform youth's 

vow will ring out to ali countries and continents: we will defend peace and prevent 
a new world war (stormy, prolonged applause). 


The world public is well aware of the titanic efforts exerted by the Soviet Union 
for a recuperation of the international atmosphere and the development of interna- 
tional relations on the firm, stable basis of the principles of peaceful coexistence.

The working people 
of all countries received with great enthusiasm the program of measures to strengthen 
peace which was proclaimed by the congress. It has elicited a tremendous interna- 
tional response. Noting the broad range of the timely Soviet proposals and their 
innovative and specific nature, the peace-loving public has evaluated highly the 
Soviet Union's endeavor to achieve a lessening of the danger of war, reduce the 
tension in international life and return it to the channel of the consolidation of 
detente. The 26th congress’ foreign policy initiatives have lent powerful impetus 

to the stimulation of the peace-loving forces of the whole world and extended the 
front of struggle-for the consolidation of peace. 


Leonid Il‘ich Brezhnev's recent meetings with the leaciers of parties and states of 
the socialist community in the Crimea were a considerable contribution to the strength- 
ening of peace and a reduction in the level of international tension. They were 
further convincing corro*oration of the unshakable allegiance of the fraternal par- 
ties and countries to the ideals of peace and construction and the cause of defense 
of the peoples’ rights to free and independent development. The socialist countries 
again confirmed their readiness for dialogue and cooperation with all forces which 
are concerned by the present state of international affairs and which aspire to the 
strengthening of international security and reached egreements whose realization 
will undoubtedly contribute to the advancement of our peace initiatives concerning 
all the most complicated and explosive problems of current world politics.

A dangerous trend in international politics is the forming of a bloc between imper- 
ialism and the Beijing hegemonists, who are acting as the accomplices of interna- 
tional reaction in its struggle against socialist Vietnam, Laos and Kampuchea, demo- 
cratic Afghanistan and against Angola, Ethiopia and the People's Democratic Republic 
of Yemen. Wherever the struggle for national liberation is being waged, the shame- 
ful pro-imperialist policy of Beijing, which is coordinating its actions with re- 
actionary U.S. circles, is displayed. 


But no one will ever succeed in turning back the world revolutionary process (stormy 
applause). The three main revolutionary streams of our time--the world socialist 
system, the workers movement in the capitalist countries and the national liberation 
movement-~-are firmly united therein. Each of these streams goes back to the Great 
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October Socialist Revolution--the main event of the 20th century, which was a turn- 
ing point in man's history and which initiated fundamental shifts which changed the 
appearance of our world (stormy, prolonged applause). Some 63 years have elapsed 
since then. But the further the distance between us and this event, the greater the 
force with which it influences the course of world development.

In the vanguard of the ongoing movement of progressive mankind is the strongest and 
most influential *orce of the preeent day--world sociilism and the socialist com 
munity—-the main bulwark of peace in the world (stormy applause). And I would like 
today to mention particularly the important, constructive part being played by the 
youth of the socialist countries in the building of a new life, in propaganda of 
the achievements of their peoples and in the struggle for peace and security in the 
world (applause). 


The striking and growing successes of the socialist community countries and their 
strengthening unity are arousing irritation and rage on the part of our enemies. 
Reactionaries and revisionists of all stripes are endeavoring by any ways and means 
to undermine the fraternal alliance of socialist states, slandering their policy and 
attempting to belittle and calumniate their achievements. This is precisely how the 
imperialists and their accomplices are behaving in relation to Poland, where, as you 
know, a strained economic and political situation has been created. The enemies of 
the Polish people are proceeding with all provocations to turn the country aside from 
the path of socialist development and tear it away from the socialist community. 

In its actions aimed against people's Poland, as against other free states, reaction 
is gambling on the young people and their inexperience and immaturity. This is why 
it is necessary that you, young friends, be particularly alert and constantly vigi- 
lant and always ready to rebuff enemy intrigues. You can and must contribute in 
every way possible to the further consolidation of the peoples of the socialist 
countries and all progressive states. The world and human society of today and to- 


morrow largely depend precisely on you (stormy, prolonged applause). 


The countries which have won national independence represent an impressive and 
varied picture. The processes occurring in them are exerting a positive influence 
on the life and fate of many dozens of peoples, which, as a whole, constitute more 
than one-half of the planet's population. It is a question of the inception of 
statehood, national revival and the economic and cultural upsurge of millions and 
millions of people. And the correct choice of path of historical development is 
of decisive significance here. 





An increasingly assertive part in the world of the emerging countries and in inter- 
national relations asa whole is being played by states which have embarked or are 
embarking on the path of socialist development.

This is a striking 
manifestation of the class, internationalist nature of the Soviet state's Leninist 
foreign policy. Soviet people generously share the accumulated experience of the 
building of the new life and, true to their international duty, are rendering the 
countries liberated from colonial oppression the utmost support and assistance. 
"We wish," Comrade L.I. Brezhnev has said, "to develop with these countries friend- 
ly cooperation onthe basis of the principles of complete equality. We support 
their independence and their development along the path of peace and social pro- 
gress. The USSR invariably advocates strict respect for the sovereignty of these 
states, as of all others, noninterference in their internal affairs and the in- 
violability of their borders." This position of our country is unshakable. The 
peoples of the emerging countries are seeing its real benefits (stormy, prolonged 
applause). 


In the contemporary world the Soviet country, which for the first time in history 
has built a developed socialist society, personifies the pinnacle of social and 
spirit-al progress. We have created a society whose economy, which does not know 
crises or slumps, is constantly growing quantitatively and qualitatively, increas- 
ingly satisfying Soviet people's needs and requirements. We have created a society 
of historic optimism at the center of whose attention is concern for the man of 
labor and the constant growth of his well-being. Our young people only know of 
unemployment, destitution and poverty and education and medical assistance vhich 
are paid for from books and motion pictures. We have created a society in which a 
cult of spiritual values and education reigns and the people's masses’ access to 
all the benefits of modern culture is constantly being extended and improved. And 
it is not fortuitous that, according to statistical data, the Soviet people are the 
people who are the most educated and who read the most in the world (stormy ap- 
plause).

It was 
precisely under the sun of socialism that the Azerbaijan people, relying on the 
mighty force of the Soviet multinational state, occupied an independent, worthy 
place among the peoples of the USSR and the whole world (stormy, prolonged applause). 


Ahead of you lies a tour of the republic and meetings with its workers and, of course, 
the young people. You will all be able to see for yourg2lves and to learn how our 
people live and their thoughts and aspirations. I would like to hope that the im- 
pending meetings will be mutually useful and interesting and will emrich both guests 
and hosts (applause). 


Dear friends! We consider it profoundly symbolic that the international youth con- 
ference has assembled in Baku, a city where the link of time and the continuity of 
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the generations are perceived particularly forcefully. Baku's revolutionary and 
labor biography has been inscribed as striking pages in the heroic annals of the 
CPSU and out entire boundless motherland. Many generations of valiant fighters for 
freedom and national independence and for people's, Soviet power have been formed 
and covered their names with unfading glory here. They are personified by the in- 
mortal 26 Baku commissars. The seeds of the friendship and fraternity of the peo- 
ple of labor were embedded by the Leninist Bolsheviks in and produced excellent 
fruit on Azerbaijan soil, in the environment of the multinational Baku proletariat. 
And it was not fortuitous that just a few months after the establishment of Soviet 
power in Azerbaijan, on 1 September 1920, exactly 61 years ago, a notable event took 
place--the First Oriental Peoples Congress opened and, following this, the First 
Oriental Youth Congress assembled--in Baku (applause).

Continuing to think in terms of domination and compulsion, the enemies of freedom 
and democracy have set themselves the goal of erecting a barrier on the path of 
progressive changes in the world and restoring to themselves the role of arbiters 
of the fate of the peoples. But all their attempts are doomed to fail. As histor- 
ical experience shows, the peoples’ will to national liberation and the liquida- 
tion of all forms of dependence and inequality and to social progress is invincible 
(stormy, prolonged applause). 


And we note with a feeling of deep satisfaction that in the forward positions of 
the struggle against reaction and imperialism and in the vanguard of the builders 
of a new life are the young men and women of the emerging countries.

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increasingly big part is being played here by the youth movement in Asia, Africa 
and Latin America. It is developing consistently and constantly, surmounting the 
difficulties of a multiple production-mode economy and the colonial past and the 
problems inherited therefrom.

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UKRAINIAN LAND RECLAMATION MINISTER SURVEYS BRANCH'S PROGRESS 
Kiev RADYANS'KA UKRAYINA in Ukrainian 19 Aug 81 p 2

[Text] Land reclamation and improvement is of great importance in our republic, in 
the steppe zone of which periodic droughts cause considerable losses to agriculture, 
while in the western oblasts and Polesie areas, large acreages are excessively water- 
logged and swampy. In the time which has passed since the May (1966) CPSU Central 
Committee Plenum, which specified an extensive program of land improvement and 
reclamation projects, the total acreage of irrigated land in this republic has in- 
creased by almost 1.7 million hectares, while total drained acreage has increased 

by more than 1.9 million hectares. Projects to renovate previously constructed ir- 
rigation systems and to improve the condition of the land have been carried out on 
an area totaling 350,000 hectares. 


A target for the 10th Five-Year Plan was overfulfilled: a total of 587,000 hectares 
of irrigated land and 681,000 hectares of drained land were brought into productive 
use. Construction was completed on the Yorthern Crimean and Kakhovka main canals, 
water from which is already irrigating more than 410,000 hectares in Khersonskaya 
Oblast, the Crimea, and Zaporozhskaya oblasts. 


All this is to the credit of this republic's large detachment of land reclamation 
and improvement workers, numbering in the many thousands, who include many genuine 
experts at their job. I should like to mention first of all right-flankers in so- 
cialist competition, those people who set the pace in the work performed by their 
subdivisions. These include M. K. Bereza, leader of combined brigade PMX-84 of the 
Krymvodstroy Trust and delegate to the 26th CPSU Congress; Hero of Socialist Labor 
I. P. Malyshev, leader of the BMU-91 combined cost accountability brigade of the 
Krymkzinalstroy Administration; A. P. Zyglevs'kyy, leader of the PMK-66 combined 
brigade of the Poles'yevodstroy Trust, USSR State Prize recipient; V. T. Zolotoy, 
leader of bulldozer operator brigade SBMU-5 of the Krymkanalstroy Trust, UkSSR State 
Prize recipient; V. V. Vasyl‘tsun, leader of the BMU-77 combined brigade of the 
Zakarpat 'yevodstroy Trust; and M. F. Dzybiy, excavator operator of BMU-75 of the 
Prikarpat 'yevodstroy Trust.... 


This republic's reclaimed and improved acreage presently exceeds 4.6 million hectares, 
more than 2 million of which are irrigated. 








In the future the Main Kakhovka Canal, through which flows 530 cubic meters of water 
per second, will make it possible to increase irrigated acreage in the Southern 
Ukraine to 700-800 thousand hectares. Construction is in progress on the 

second phase of the irrigation systems in the zone of the Northern Crimean Canal, 
which will make it possible to irrigate an additional 8000 hectares of crops and 
supply water to Simferopol’, Sevastopol’, and the vacation resorts on the south 
coast of the Crimea. The Danube-Dnestr irrigation system is under construction. 

The first unit of this system will provide irrigation to 29,000 hectares of the 
Budzhatskiy Steppe. Construction is continuing on the Northern Rogachitskaya, 
Yavkinskaya and other irrigation systems. Construction is winding up on the Dnieper- 
Donbass Canal, which will solve the problem of supplying water to the cities of 

the Donbass, Khar'kovskaya and Dnepropetrovskaya oblasts, and at the same time will 
be the source of irrigation water for 165,000 hectares. Construction has begun on 
the Dnepr-Ingulets Canal, which is to provide water for the economy and population 
of the Krivoy Rog Basin, as well as water for irrigating 30,000 hectares. 


Land improvement and reclamation has become one of the most important factors in 
intensification of agriculture. During the 10th Five-Year Plan reclaimed and impmved are 
age mas yielded 15.6 million tons of grain, 15.1 million tons of vegetables, and 

43.3 million tons of forage (in feed units). The average annual growth increment in 
gross agricultural production from reclaimed and improved acreage comprised 58 per- 

cent of total production growth. 


Year after year there is occurring an increase in crop yields grown on reclaimed and 
wroved acreage, as the productivity of this land increases. For example, gross 
pxduction per hectare of irrigated acreage in value terms over the last 10 years 
has been 180 percent greater than the figure for unirrigated land. 


Reclamation projects in the excessively-wet zone are making it possible to increase 
tilled acreage by farming land which in the past was unsuited for agricultural 
production. In this republic's southern rayons possibilities are being created for 
obtaining from two to three harvests per year on irrigated land. 


Krymskaya Oblast is a good example of the efforts which should be made to ensure 
that irrigation farming becomes the foundation for creating a strong and permanent 
basis for guaranteed production of grain, vegetables and forage. Following con- 
struction of the Northern Crimean Canal and associated irrigation systems, grain 
and vegetable production has increased by 60 percent, while feed production has 
tripled. In 1980 irrigated acreage in the Crimea, which comprises 18 percent of 
total agricultural acreage, produced more than 50 percent of total crop production, 
including 92.6 percent of vegetables, 86 percent of fruits, and approximately 50 per- 
cent of forage crops. Each irrigated hectare in the Crimea produced 46.8 quintals 
of grains, 57.7 of corn, 216 of vegetables, 772 of feed root crops, 67.3 quintals 

of perennial grass hay, and 357 quintals of corn for silage. According to 
preliminary figures, this year the grain harvest on irrigated acreage will again ex- 
ceed 45 quintals per hectare. 


Last year the value of agricultural production per irrigated hectare amounted to 
1070 rubles, as compared with 280 rubles from each unirrigated hectare. We can 
state that in the Crimea one irrigated hectare is doing the work of almost four un- 
irrigated hectares. 











These achievements are a result of daily efforts on the part of party, soviet, 
agricultural and water resources management agencies of Krymskaya Oblast in the area 
of implementing party policy aimed at boosting the effectiveness of irrigation farm 
ing. Success was promoted by execution of a comprehensive program of agricultural 
exploitation of reclaimed and improved lands, especially construction of production 
facilities, housing, social and personal services facilities, improvement in the 
structure of crops on irrigated acreage, and adoption of scientifically substen- 
tiated systems of tillage and fertilization. New models of high-output sprinkler- 
type irrigation equipment -- Karavela, Brigantina, and Kuban’ — are being tested in 
the fields of the Crimea. Excellent results from irrigation are due to a significant 
degree to correct organization of water applications, in particular due to maintain- 
ing the proper conditions and schedule of watering agricultural crops, coordination 
of the operation of sprinkler equipment and pumping stations, prompt servicing of 
irrigation equipment, and proper operation and maintenance of irrigation systems. 
This year each hectare of irrigation acreage has already been irrigated 3.4 times, 
fcrage crops have been irrigated four times, and vegetable crops more than 6 times. 


Particular attention in this oblast is focused on matters pertaining to training 
middle-level personnel and workei's in the mass occupations. Operating in the 
majority of rayons are schools of advanced know-how in the area of growing high 
yields of corn, rice, soybeans and other agricultural crops. In the last five years 
these schools and courses of instruction have trained and retrained approximately 
6000 sprinkler irrigation equipment operators, 16,000 irrigation farming experts, 
and more than 2300 pumping station operators. 


High productivity on irrigated acreage has also been achieved on many farms in 
Khersonskaya Oblast. In order to ensure highly-effective utilization of irrigated 
acreage and to organize uninterrupted, precisely-scheduled operation of irrigation 
equipment, the UkSSR Ministry of Land Reclamation and Water Resources set up in 
Khersonakaya Oblast, on an experimental basis, the Kakhovskiy Rayon Poliv Production 
Association, which operates and manages more than 200 sprinkler irrigation units as 
well as other land improvement assets of the farming operations of eight kolkhozes 
and sovkhozes in Kakhovskiy Rayon, covering an acreage of 23,000 hectares. With its 
own resources the association irrigates farm crops, performs maintenance and repairs 
on the irrigation network and sprinkler equipment. The operating experience of this 
association indicates that the experiment has been a success. This innovative suc- 
cess should be extended. In 1982-1983 plans call for establishing similar as- 
sociations in Zaporozhskaya, Nikolayevskaya, Odesskaya, and a number of other 
oblasts. 


A number of farms in various oblasts in this republic have already reached the 
projected yield figures for icsrigated and drained land. These include the following 
farms in the Southern Ukraine: the Rossiya Kolkhoz in Krasnogvardeyskiy Rayon and 
the Kolkhoz imeni Kalinin in Pervomayskiy Rayon, Krymskaya Oblast; the Batumskiy 
Sovkhoz in Belozerskiy Rayon, Khersonskaya Oblast. They also include farms in the 
Polesie: the Kolkhoz imeni Karl Marx in Novograd-Volynskiy Rayon, Zhitomirskaya 
Oblast, and the Sovkhoz imeni 25th CPSU Congress in Goshchanskiy Rayon, Rovenskaya 
Oblast.... 


Alongside kolkhoz and sovkhoz workers, the workers of water resources management 
organizations bear great responsibility for the crop on reclaimed and improved 
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acreage. Th. following enjoy deserved respect among the work forces of the Crimea: 
L. I. Bilenko, operator at Pumping Station No 5 of the Krasnogvardeyskiy Irrigation 
Systems Administration; M. A. Plechko, operator at Pumping Station No 13 of the 
Petvomayskiy Administration; and V. H. Kaptan, water station adjuster of the 
Dzhankoyskiy Administration. A. V. Popel’, head of the Cherkasskiy Reclamation 
Systems Administration, has earned a good reputation. 


Reclaimed and improved acreage has become a significant reserve potential for adding 
to the feed balance on many farms of this republic. Already this year a total of 
2.4 million hectares of irrigated and drained land will be utilized for producing 
forage crops. In addition, following or afterharvest crops are planted on 245,000 
hectares of irrigated land. Each hectare of forage crop on irrigated land is 
targeted to produce 56-60 quintals of feed units, while the figure for drained land 
is 35-37 quintals. Forage production on reclaimed and improved acreage will exceed 
9 million tons of feed units. 


The ministry is overseeing the construction of irrigated parcels for establishment 
of a feed base for livestock production complexes. In the llth Five-Year Plan 
state capital financing is to pay for 130,000 hectares of such development. In ad- 
dition, 138,000 hectares of excessively-wet acreage will be drained in the zone of 
livestock complexes and units in the western and Polesie oblasts of this republic. 


It would be desirable that in planning and building livestock production complexes, 
particular attention be focused on technical-economic substantiation of their 
siting, as well as resolution of questions pertaining to water supply, possibilities 
of setting up irrigated forage crop acreage on adjacent lands, and utilization of 
runoff. 


Effectiveness of crop production on irrigated and drained lands depends to a sig- 
nificant degree on the condition of the land reclamation and improvement systems, 
and therefore proper coordination of their operation assumes prime significance. 
Toward this end a network of operating organizations has been established in this 
republic, organizations which possess a suitable production base and resources. 

This has made it possible substantially to expand the scope of activities pertaining 
to servicing and maintenance of an on-farm system, water management structures and 
other facilities which are on the balance sheet of kolkhozes and sovkhozes. 


While noting certain successes in the area of land reclamation and improvement, the 
people in this branch also see unutilized reserve potential, miscalculations and 
errors of omission which are still occurring in the development and utilization of 
irrigated and drained acreage and which are an obstacle in the path of efficiency 
and maximum return on investment in land reclamation and improvement. Not all land 
reclamation and improvement targets are being achieved, capital investment funds 

are being unnecessarily scattered around in some cases, and the quantity of uncom- 
pleted construction is not diminishing. There are a number of cases of poor quality 
of work and deficiencies in operation of reclamation systems. 


Unfortunately farms which operate reclaimed acreage are not yet adequately furnished 
with suitable equipment, mineral fertilizers, etc. The problem of organizing 
brigades and departments on reclaimed land and providing sprinkler irrigation equip- 
ment and pumping station operators has not yet been fully resolved. 
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All these shortcomings reduce the effectiveness of land reclamation and improvement 
and hinder utilization of the great potential of high-fertility lands, created at 
the cost of substantial capital investment by the state. 


In response to the resolutions of the 26th CPSU Congress, the CPSU Central Committee 
and USSR Council of Ministers ratified a comprehensive land reclamation development 
program for the period 1981-1985. It prescribes the comprehensive execution of 
projects aimed at landreclamation and improvement and agricultural exploitation of 
reclaimed and improved land, special allocation to farms of tractors, agricultural 
equipment, trucks, mineral fertilizers, chemical and biological means of protecting 
crops, improvement and development of scientific research work aimed at speeding up 
scientific and technological advances in land reclamation and improvement. On 

farms which put reclaimed land into production, priority should go to construction 
of housing, production and cultural services facilities. 


In the period 1981-1985 a total of 543,000 hectares of irrigated and 660,000 hectares 
of drained land will be brought into agricultural production, financed by state 
capital spending and kolkhoz outlays. Construction is to continue on the Danube- 
Dnestr irrigation system, the second unit of the Dnieper-Donbass Canal, the third 
unit of the Northern Crimean Canal, and the first unit of the Azov Irrigation 

System and a number of other irrigation and land draining systems. Additional in- 
provement in productivity is targeted for reclaimed and improved acreage: grain — 


to 5.8 million tons; vegetables - to 5.4 million tons; and forage crops -- to 12.4 
million tons. 


Accomplishment by this republic's land reclamation and improvement people of the 
tasks specified by the 26th CPSU Congress and 26th Congress of the Ukrainian Conm- 
munist Party will create conditions for successful implementation of the elaborated 
food production program and more reliable provision of foodstuffs to the population 
and agricultural raw materials to industry. 
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ESTONIAN SUPREME SOVIET PRESIDIUM STRESSES AID TO LARGE FAMILIES 
Tallinn SOVETSKAYA ESTONIYA in Russian 29 Aug 81 p 3 


[Text] A routine session of the Estonian SSR Supreme Soviet Presidium was held on 
28 August under the chairmanship of I. Kebin, member of the Estonian Communist Party 
Central Committee Bureau and chairman of the ESSR Supreme Soviet Presidium. The 
presidium heard and discussed the report of Ya. Unt, chairman of the Valgaskiy 
Rayispolkom, on the work of the Valgaskiy Rayon soviets on the recommendation of 
mothers of large families for awards and an increase in the well-being of their 
families. 


Implementing the policy of the increased well-being of the people formulated by the 
congresses, the rayon's soviets, in conjunction with the broad aktiv, are display- 
ing constant concern for a rise in the material well-being of families with children, 
particularly large families, and an improvement in the social and cultural services 
for them. 


The rayon has 538 families with three and more children. In accordance with the 
existing procedure, mothers of large families are paid the stipulated lump sum and 
monthly state benefits and benefits for children in less-prosperous families. In 
addition, on all the rayon's kolkhozes large families are paid monthly or lump sum 
benefits from the assistance fund. And in other labor collectives those in need are 
paid lump sum benefits, their housing conditions have been improved and other as- 
sistance, both material and also in the raising of the children, has been rendered. 


The standard of teaching-educational work in the rayon has risen, the children's 
extraschool establishments are working well, specialized medical assistance for the 
children has improved, free meals have been organized for the newly born, pupils 

in schools and extended-day groups and children in preschool establishments and 
assistance from the local universal primary education department fund is granted 
for the purchase of clothing and footwear. Children from large families are placed 
in preschool establishments and obtain passes to pioneer camps and sanatoria on a 
preferential basis. 


Recommending the mothers of large families for the award of USSR orders and medals 
for motherhood and presenting the awards to them have been undertaken in accord- 
ance with legislation and the procedure established by the USSR Supreme Soviet 
Presidium. 
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Together with the work that has been done the ESSR Supreme Soviet Presidium also 
noted shortcomings. 


Proceeding from the Basic Directions outlined for the lith Five-Year Plan by the 

26th CPSU Congress for a rise in Soviet people's well-being based on the accomplish- 
ment of the tasks of economic and social development, the ESSR Supreme Soviet Pre- 
sidium considered it necessary in an adopted decree that the Valgaskiy Rayispolkom 
continue to pay the necessary attention to rendering large families comprehensive 
assistance, improving mothers’ work and domestic conditions, creating the best con- 
ditions for raising the children and further developing the network of children's 
preschool establishments and, primarily, the formation thereof on farms which lack 
such in order to afford each family an opportunity to raise children in a children's 
collective. 


It was recommended that ESSR Supreme Soviet Womeiu's Work and Social Life and Mother 
and Child Care commissions study the question of the availability in the republic of 
children's necessary foods, primarily canmed foods and juices for the newly born and 
fresh vegetables, greens and fruit. All the ispolkoms of rayon and city (cities 

of republic jurisdiction) soviets are instructed to outline concrete tasks for a 
consistent increase in the material well-being and cultural level of families with 
children for the period up to 1985. 


The session also discussed other questions: the result of elections for an ESSR 
Supreme Soviet deputy for Taevaskoyaskiy Electoral Okrug No 209 of 9 August this 
year were examined; a group of mothers of large families was awarded "Maternal 
Glory" orders and "Medal of Motherhood" medals and a large groupof workers was 
awarded the "Veteran of Labor" medal on behalf of the USSR Supreme Soviet Presidium; 
and changes and amplifications were made to the ESSR Code of Civil Procedure and 
the ESSR Corrective-Labor Code.

UZBEK ACADEMY OF SCIENCES PRESITENT DISCUSSES DEVELOPMENTS 
Tashkent EKONOMIKA I ZHIZN' in Russian No 6,Jun 81 pp 30-35

cian, Hero of Socialist Labor: "Union of Creative Thinking and Creative Labor”"] 


[Text] “The party of communists starts from the fact that construction of a new 

society without science is simply unthinkable,” thus spoke Comrade L. I. Brezhnev 
from the high tribune of the 26th CPSU Congress. Acceleration of scientific and 

technical progress is viewed in the congress documents as an invariable component 
part of the main task of the llth Five-Year Plan, and the development of science 

is the basis of the fundamentals for scientific and technical progress. 


The party sets the task of improving the effectiveness of scientific research, 
considerably reducing the time for its introduction, deeping the tie between science 
and production, making efficient use of the allocated resources after concentrating 
them on the key national economic problems and priorities, and better coordinating 
the scientific search. 


Science in our country penetrates all aspects of society's life. "The party turns 
to it in defining the tasks of our five-year plans and the long-range plans," 
Comrade Sh. R. Rashidov stated in his speech at the last general, annual meeting 
of the Uzbek SSR Academy of Sciences. “The people rely on the achievements of 
science in implementing these plans." 


The academic institutions are given an importaat role in organizing the entir. 
sytem of scientific research. The Uzbek SSR Academy of Sciences makes an important 
contribution to the development of the republic's productive forces and in 
accelerating scientific and technical progress. It includes 35 scientific research 
institutions, seven design offices and two experimental plants. The over 15,000- 
member team of scientific workers in the academy aims their knowledge and efforts 
to justify the confidence of the party and people. 


We have a right to be proud of the many results of fruitful labor of the scien- 
tists. The scientific works in the field of mathematical statistics, electronics, 
bioorganic chemistry, nuclear physics, chemistry of alkaloids, genetics and 
selection have received extensive acknowledgment in our country and abroad. 


President of the USSR Academy of Sciences, three-time Hero of Socialist Labor, 
Academician A. P. Aleksandrov made a high evaluation of the achievements of the 
UzSSR Academy of Sciences scientists. Speaking at the 26th CPSU Congress, he 
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especially stressed their advances in selecting high-yield types of cotton, 
developing economical methods of irrigating plants and progressive methods of 
farming, creating harmless defoliants, significant expansion of the use of cotton 
wastes, as well as synthesis of valuable drugs. 


Scientific and technical progress,and the development of science are unthinkable 
without serious basic research. Theory feeds and advances science. But science 
only fulfills its role of the direct productive force of society when its 
theoretical searches are embodied in themeans of production, in technological 
developments, by fostering the multiplication of material goods. 


Basic research of the republic Academy of Sciences scientists is highly evaluated 
because of its practical focus. Permit me to present several examples. 


New potentialities for the national economy ., biology and medicine are afforded by 
the work done in the institute of nuclear physics to obtain and use radioactive 
isotopes and radiation equipment. For the first time in the country, production 
of a radioactive isotope of high specific activity and great chemical purity has 
been mastered. This made it possible to stop importing this expensive product 
which had to be paid for in currency. 


Now the radiation preparations that we make for diagnosis of cardiovascular and 
endocrine diseases are supplied to more than 200 addressees in the Soviet Union 
and abroad. Radio-isotope instruments have been designed and industrially 
developed. They are widely used in the mining-metallurgical, chemical, Light 
and other branches of industry. 


Theoretical and experimental studies in the fields of high energy physics and semi- 
conductors, materials technology have made it possible to develop new semiconductor 
instruments and the technology for producing semiconductors. 


Basic astronomical research of the nonuniformities in the earth's rotation, vari- 
ability in the geographic coordinates and determination of exact time are of great 
practical importance for cartography and navigation. The results of scientific 
work in the field of solar physics and the effect of the sun on the earth's 
magnetosphere are used for rapid planning of radio communication. 


Theoretical studies of the cybernetics scientists have become the basis for the 
development and introduction of a number of large automated control systems, in- 
cluding the first phase of the RACS [republic automated control system] and ACS 
[automated control system] of the ministries, departmentc and a number of oblasts. 


The work of the Uzbek scientific production association "Kibernetika"™ to substan- 
tiate and introduce a method for constructing power transmission lines in the 
Tyumenskaya Oblast using helicopters has received a high evaluation. 


A practical result of the basic research to study the earth's crust and the upper 
mantle was determination of the metallogenic specialization of the ore regions. 
This permitted the discovery of a number of new fields of nonferrous metals and 
other minerals. 


The discovery by the seismologists of phenomena which permit prediction of the site 
and strength of earthquakes is of worldwide importance. The scientists from the 
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Institute of Mechanics and Seismic Stability of Structures developed a theory of 
seismically stable designs which were successfully employed in building the 
Tashkent subway, tunnels at BAM [Baykal-Amur Trunkline] and other facilities of 
civil and industrial construction in our country and avroad. 


The academic institutes of bioorganic chemistry and the chemistry of plant substances 
have performed a lot of studies to discover new alkaloids and to make highly 
effective drugs of plant origin. Many of them are not inferior to the imported 
analogues, and in a number of cases, surpass then. 


The main wealth of Uzbekistan is cotton. The scientists therefore focus special 
attention on solving problems of developing a cotton complex which determines the 
union specialization of the republic. The type of cotton plant of the “Tashkent 
group which our breeders derived has received extensive acknowledgment and use in 
agricultural production. It permitted a fifth strain changing and improvement in 
the yield of this crop from 26.3 quintals from a hectare in 1970 to 33.2 in 1980. 

In recent years the creative thinking of the scientsts has resulted in the 

creation of new wilt-resistant, high-yield types. The promising varieties "AN-402," 
“AN-Uzbekistan-3," “AN-Samarkand-2," “Farkhad," and “Ok-cltin" have e2lready been 
zoned. 


The scientists have added to the arsenal of the farmers new types of complex nitro- 
gen-phosphorus fertilizers with additive of trace elements. They yield a weighty 
addition to the harvest of “white gold." A method of stimulating the growth of 
cotton seeds by the polymer preparation A-1 has been developed and used in practice. 
This year 300,000 hectares were sown with seeds treated with this stimulator. Lines 
for preparing high-quality bare seeds of the cotton plant and sorting the downy 
seeds have been recommended for introduction. 


In the last 3 years, over 600,000 hectares of cotton plantations in Uzbekistan, 
Kazakhstan and Kirghizia have been treated with the low-toxic defoliant UDM that 
was made by our scientists. Biological methods of controlling agricultural pests 
are currently used on 1.5 million hectares of crops. 


There are definite advances in perfecting machines for cotton production. Now 
modified sprayer-dusters OVKh-14 and self-cleaning spindles for the “blue ships” 
are manufactured in series. 


“Animal husbandry is the shock front in the village," the party proclaimed. The 
scientists of Uzbekistan have made a feasible contribution to its development. In 
particular, the academic scientific institutions have done a lot to develop and 
strengthen the feed base of animal husbandry. Recommendations have been developed 
and introduced for the improved productivity of desert and semidesert pastures. 
Chlorella is being used in ever greater scales in animal husbandry and sericulture. 
Experiments have been completed to raise cattle on fermented cotton stems and polls. 


During the years of the 10th Five-Year Plan, the institutions of the republic 
Academy of Sciences fulfilled a total of 137 scientific developments, 140 assign- 
ments for solving key scientific and technical problems, and gave the results of 
480 business contract operations to the customers. The number of introduced 
scientific studies increases from year to year. Last year it increased as compared 
to 1976 3.5-fold. The economic effect of using these developments in the national 
economy exceeded half a billion rubles. The output per ruble of outlays in the 
system of academies is almost 5.5 rubles. 
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Even this, of course, far from complete list of hasic and applied studies provides 
an idea abovt the weighty contribution that is made by the scientists of the Uzbeki- 
stan Academy of Sciences to the economic and social development of the republic. 

But this hardly gives us a reason for self-complacency. 


As noted in the accountability report to the 20th Congress of the Uzbekis- 


tan CP of Comrade Sh R. Rashidov, the level of scientific developments and the 
introduction of completed research into production cannot satisfy us. 


The party places before us the task of orienting scientific developments more 
energetically on the realization of target complex scientific-production programs. 
It should be said that we have accumulated definite experience in programmed-target 
planning of scientific research. In the last five-year plan, the UzSSR Academy of 
Sciences took an active part in solving major scientific problems of national 
economic importance. This is the all-union complex program "Cotton" which, by the 
way, was included in the state plan for economic and social development of the USSR 
for 1981-1985 at the suggestion of our academy. This is the participation of the 
State Committee of the USSR for Science and Technology in the fulfillment of 23 
complex programs. 


A lot of work has been done to realize 13 republic complex programs aimed at 
developing: new methods of selecting early-ripening high-yield varieties of 
cotton plants, complex systems of protecting agricultural crops from pests and 
diseases, methods of intensifying feed production, automated systems of controlling 
the national economic sectors, and effective methods of converting solar energy. 

The scientific institutions of the Academy of Sciences are now making studies on 
complex programs and plans based on business contracts for creative cooperation 
with a number of ministries, departments, associations, enterprises and oblast 
organizations. 


Important studies are being made on complex programs which have regional importance, 
jointly with the academies of sciences of the union republics of Central Asia and 
Kazakhstan. Of special importance in this respect is the close cooperation in 
working out the global problem of diverting part of the run-off of the Siberian 
rivers into the region. Work on this exceptionally important national economic 
program is being carried out by over 100 scientific organizations in the country, 
including a number of our scientific subdivisions. 


Development of new irrigated lands in Central Asia, change in the structure of the 
sown areas, rise in production and the yield of agricultural crops have caused a 
considerable increase in water consumption. Drastic intensification of irreversible 
diversion of run-off of the Amudar'ya and Syrdar'ya Rivers is accompanied by reduc- 
tion in their water balance and drop in the level of the Aral Sea. 


The problem of the region's water supply can basically be solved only by building 

a canal from Siberia to Central Asia and Kazakhstan. The urgency of realizing this 
project for the economy, in particular, of Uzbekistan, can be confirmed by the 
following figures. The land resources which are suitable for irrigation and have 
not yet been incorporated into the economic turnover comprise 12 million hectares 
in the republic. What can the use of these areas provide when there are sufficient 
water resources? 
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If 6 million hectares of land are allocated for production of corn, then we will 
wbtain about 60 million tons of grain with regard for the already attained yield. 
. 4 

Two million hectares can be planted with cotton. From a calculation of the yield 
in the leading farms, this will provide another 8 million tons of raw cotton. 


Two million hectares can be set aside to raise rice and to collect up to 12 mil- 
lion tons of this valuable product annually. 


Finally, on 2 million hectares, one can produce up to 60 million tons of fruits and 


vegetables. This is why the scientists are so interested in developing the complex 
target program "Water." 


One of the invariable conditions for the high yield of science, as stressed et the 
2éth CPSU Congress by Comrade L. I. Brezhnev, is "close integration of science and 
industry." 


Unfortunately, great difficulties develop just at the stage of realization of 

the achievements of science and the introduction of technical innovations into 
mass production. Life prompts that they can be overcome by perfecting the 
organization and control of scientific research, a system and mechanism for inter- 
action of science, technology and industry. 


Fairly effective forms of integrating science and practice have been found in 
recent years. In particular, the creation of scientific production associations 
and branch laboratories has recommended itself well. Experience indicates that 
they greatly accelerate the periods for introduction of scientific achievements 
and technical developments, and more successfully resolve the branch and inter- 
branch problems. Thus, the Uzbek scientific production associat on "Kibernetika" 
has become one of the leading in the country for efficiency and for periods of 
fulfilling the scientific research developments in the cycle “science-project- 
production." 


Work is continuing to organize the branch laboratories. The expediency and need 

for these subdivisions are confirmed by the first results obtaiaed in the production 
association "Uzbekzoloto" and at the Gazalkent poultry plant. However, this pro- 
cess is slow and far from smooth. Nineteen branch scientific research laboratories 
should be set up in the ministries and departments. Only two have been. The fact 
is that until now the question of sources of financing for these subdivisions has 
not been resolved and there are no necessary limits on labor and the wages funds. 


Organization of branch laboratories is being delayed in the production associatiors 
"Uzbekgidrogeologiya," and "Sredazkabel'." In their time the republic ministries 
of power and electrification, light and food industry, and the union ministries 

of communication and medical industry agreed to set up scientific laboratories, and 
then reneged. 


Introduction of a considerable number of scientific and technical developments 
and recommendations of the scientists is being delayed because of the inertia 

of the individual ministries, departments and enterprises. For example, the 
Fergana plant of nitrogen fertilizers has insta’led a unit to produce the antiwilt 
preparations “Uzgen" and "Olgin." But since there are no orders for t'.ese pre- 
parations, the unit is still idle. 
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There has been a lengthy delay in the introduction of the technology for producing 
especially fast-hardening cements, since the Ministry of the Construction Materials 
Industry is delaying reconstruction of the shop at the Bekabad cement combine. 


The technology developed back in 1976 to produce powder from licorice extract has 
not yet been introduced because of an interruption in the schedule for construction 
of a shop to produce this important product in the all-union production associa- 
tion "Soyuzlakritsa." 


The technical plan of the ASUTP [automatic system to control the technological 
process] of floating copper ores at the copper enrichment combine has still not 
been used because the USSR Ministry of Nonferrous Metallurgy moved the schedule for 
start-up of the facility to 1982. 


Because of the incomprehensible slowness of the Ministry of Construction Materials 
Industry of the republic, the recommendations to use phosphogypsum of the Almalyk 
chemical plant as a mineralizer in roasting cement clinker have not been taken. 


Fourteen completed developments of the scientists have been sent to a number of 
organizations of the UzSSR Ministry of Geology. Five of them have been intro- 
duced. It is not known when the others will be. All of them were adopted and 
recommended for use by the authoritative commissions of the same ministry. 


There is no need to say that this passiveness of certain production engineers will 
harm the whole business. 


Under the current conditions of development of the economy, each enterprise and 
each manager must be deeply interested in using the modern achievements of science 
and technology. At the same time, as stressed at the 26th CPSU Congress by 

Leonid Il'ich Brezhnev, science itself must be the constant “agitator of compla- 
cency," showing in which areas stagnancy and lagging are noted, and where the 
current level of knowledge permits a more rapid and successful advance. 


Any union is the cooperation of partners, united by common goals and tasks. The 
strength and efficiency of the union between science and industry are directly 
dependent on the creative activity and high responsibility of each party. 


Sometimes reproaching certain production engineers for inertia in assimilating 
the long-range developments of the scientists, we do not have the right to close 
our eyes to the shortcomings in planning and organization of scientific research, 
and the fact that the level of individual developments does not meet the require- 
ments of today. 


Timely introduction of the completed studies is often delayed because of omissions 
and incomplete work of the scientific institutions. For example, the inspection 
and evaluation of the finished developments when they are transferred to the 
national economy are not always set up in the proper manner. The technical and 
economic suhstantiation is not done on the proper level. It happens that when a 
certain subject is included in the plan, the real needs of the national economy 
for the research results are not considered. 


We are not satisfied with the state of patent and licensing work. There are a 
considerable number of rejections of the claims for inventions because they lack 
innovation and patent clarity. 
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One of the serious shortcomings is the lack of distinct specialization in the major 
economic scientific research institutes and VUZ's. This generates duplication, 
parallelism and shallow subjects. Oversaturation of the research subject matter 
results in splitting of forces and decrease in work quality. It impairs monitoring 
of its fulfillment. 


Improvement in organization of science depends a lot on the active coordination of 
activity of its institutions. It should be admitted that we have a lot to do in 
this area in order to strengthen the coordinating role of the republic Academy of 
Sciences. 


In order to improve the planning and coordination of studies, to concentrate the 
scientific and material-technical resources on the most important areas which 
guarantee acceleration of scientific and technical progress and further social- 
economic development of the republic, it is expedient to create an Uzbek SSR 
State Comittee for Science and Technology. 


The achievements of our science in the 10th Five-Year, Plan are a reliable basis for 
elimination of the available shortcomings and omissions, and for the successful 
fulfillment of the tasks set. before the scientists by the 26th CPSU Congress and 
the 20th Congress of the Uzbekistan Communist Party. These are grand tasks. 


The factors which governed the specialization of our republic in the all-union 
division of labor maintain their importance for the future as well. In the near 
future we have to complete development of a complex program for balanced develop- 
ment on the basis of scientific and technical progress of all the agricultural 
and industrial branches of the cotton complex on the scale of the republic and 
the entire country. Of great scientific and practical interest is the research 
aimed at using the cotton plant as a universal plant raw material, and at con- 
verting cotton production into a waste-free industry. 


The development of the Uzbek SSR food program acquires enormous social and economic 
importance. The scientific institutions of the republic Academy of Sciences have 
been called upon to take an active role in compiling and realizing this program. 
This work is underway. 


As before, as this was especially stressed at the 20th Congress of the Uzbekistan 
Communist Party, the problem of energy resources remains very topical. It is a 
question of the republic scientists jointly with the power engineers continuing work 
more intensively to use the energy of the sun in addition to finding new fields 

and increasing the output of oil, gas and coal. 


In light of the decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress, basic research will be 
developed at leading rates in the field of nuclear and semiconductor physics, 
electronics, solid state physics and thermophysics. Work on seismology will be 
further developed. 


Important tasks remain to be solved in the llth Five-Year Plan by chemical science. 
The problem of obtaining new polymers and composites, physiologically active 
compounds, development of technological processes that guarantee complex and 

the most complete use of raw materials and which exclude environmental pollution 
remains primary. 
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With regard for the structure and outlook for development of the economy, the 
republic scientists have to make a decisive turn towards expanding studies of 
technical directions. Intensification of production must be accompanied by a 
perceptible conservation of raw material, materials, energy, labor resources, 
increase in labor productivity, decrease in net cost, improvement in the quality 
of the products, and in the final analysis, overall improvement in the efficiency 
of the entire economy. 


For the successful realization of the grand agrarian program of the party, our 
scientists need to be involved more deeply and thoroughly in questions of develop- 
ing new, highly productive and economical machines and mechanisms for cotton 
production, horticulture, viniculture and vegetable growing. Creation of an 
Institute of Mechanical Engineering in the system of academies is stipulated 

in order to intensify research in this direction. 


The grand tasks advanced before our science by the 26th CPSU Congress and the 
20th Congress of the Uzbekistan Communist Party present higher requirements for 
the scientists, and intensify the responsibility of the research collectives 

for the final results of their labor and for the country's tomorrow. It is the 
honorable duty of the Soviet scientists to answer the concern of the party for 
science with new advances in studying the laws governing the development of 
nature and society, with new efforts aimed at the most rapid introduction of the 
results of the scientific search and technical innovations into practice.

TRADE UNION, SOVIET COOPERATE TO IMPROVE INFRASTRUCTURE

“Cooperation: An Account of Joint Work of the Council of People's Deputies and 
Trade Union Organizations in the Town of Kentau for the Realization of the Plans 
for Socio-Economic Development ] 


[Text] From Chimkent to Kentau I went by car. On both sides of the road irriga- 
tion ditches murmured, cotton fields turned green, a brisk trade in aromatic 
melons was taking place at the bus stops. And although fall was approaching ac- 
cording to all the signs, the sun burned mercilessly as usual, as if to remind the 
visitor that he is in Southern Kazakhstan, a land of hot deserts. 


Amidst the sun-scorched steppe in the foothills of the stern Karatau the young 
mining town stretched out in an enormous green oasis. Almost two decades ago, 
Mukhtar Auezov called it a beautiful crown of the black mountains. Since that 
time Kentau has become even more beautiful. The Achisayskiy Polymetal Combine 
gave life to the young town. The first builders of the Achisayskiy mine lived in 
yourtas and tents, open to all the winds of the shelterless desert. But now 
Kentau is one of the best-built towns with all amenities in Kazakhstan. Here 
there is an average of 60 square meters of green plantations for every inhabitant. 
For many years the only powerful enterprise of the town was the Achisayskiy Poly- 
metal Combine--Achpolimetal]. But as time passed there appeared large plants for 
the production of excavators and transformers, a sewing and knitted-goods factory 
and construction trusts. "And the town literally before one's eyes began to dis- 
integrate into departmental cells," the first gorkom secretary, N. Kabirov, re- 
calls. Meanwhile, with the creation of new work collectives, social problems and 
problems of everyday life appeared in greater relief. At first every large enter- 
prise attempted to solve them alone. Something turned out well, but on the whole 
departmental isolation increasingly entered into contradiction with the urgent re- 
quirements of the townspeople. 





The sphere of services fell behind, many problems arose in the organization of 
public services and amenities in the new housing blocks; waiting lists developed 
in the kindergartens and day nurseries; many unfavorable criticisms were directed 
toward the municipal service. Of course, stormy sessions were held on all these 
questions in the ispolkom, with the directors of the enterprises being invited. 
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All acknowledged the necessity of unified efforts, but in practice this did not 
happen. 


And here the gorkom recommended to the ispolkom to work out and examine at a ses- 
sion of the town Soviet of People's Deputies a comprehensive plan for the socio- 
economic development of the town. It was precisely this plan (by the way, one of 
the first in the republic) which became the connecting link between the town Soviet 
and the trade union committees. In the elaboration of the plan participated about 
400 deputies of the town Soviet, more than 20,000 members of the trade union, the 
directors of all enterprises, organizations and institutions of the town. Numerous 
instructions of the voters were taken into account. 


After confirmation of the plan at a session of the Soviet, the ispolkom took its 
implementation under strict control. Every week a detailed analysis of the course 
of construction or renovation of housing, social and domestic service and cultural 
projects was undertaken at the deputies of the chairman of the gorispolkom with 
the participation of the chairmen of the ispolkoms of the settlement Soviets, pro- 
duction deputy groups, trade union activists and economic executives. Once a month 
the ispolkom published a bulletin, showing the concrete contribution of every pro- 
duction collective to the development of the town. 


In the process of this great undertaking, the collaboration of all enterprises and 
organizations of the town grew stronger, their cooperation began to click. Now 
there were, of course, more people at the sessions of the town Soviet. The chair- 
men of the trade union committees came with their counter-proposals concerning the 
cooperation of means and labor resources in the solution of town-wide problems. 


“Of course, there were arguments and complaints," the chairman of the gorispolkom, 
A. Sembekov, recounted. "But it was not longer narrowly departmental, but general 
interests which gained the upper hand." 


The fruits of the joint work of the local Soviets and the trade union organizations 
are visible in Kentau literally at every step. During the past year alone, by 
virtue of the cooperation of the means of the enterprises, more than 1.5 million 
rubles were spent for municipal needs. This is notwithstanding that together with 
the workers’ settlements a little over 70,000 people live in the town. And it was 
not at all accidental that I saw a general plan of the town in the studies of both 
the chairman of the gorispolkom and the director of Achpolimetal, S. ‘Maulenkulov. 


"Of course, our combine has contributed and contributes the principal share of 
means for the development of the town," said Sakh Maulenkulovich. “But now we 
have had a sensation of the importance of not only, let us say, a unified policy 
for the building of the town, but also the unity of the efforts of the people's 
deputies, trade union and Komsomol organizations, and economic managers in the 
solution of the problem of labor resources." 


"You know, by improving the everyday life and cultural services to the population, 
creating comfort in the houses and around them, opening up new kindergartens and 
day nurseries, schools and hospitals, we strengthen our cadres in the town. And 
this is, above all, why the trade union committees and economic directors respond 
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with great interest to every decision of the ispolkom aimed at the improvement of 
the social and domestic services infrastructure of the town. And if earlier the 
gorispolkom invited the representative of the trade union committee to discuss, 
for example, the question of the further enlargement of the zone of rest, now it is 
the chairman of the trade union committee himself who hurries to the ispolkom with 
a request for help in finding a hectare--another one in the vicinity of vacation 
guest houses." 


Without exaggeration one can say that Kentau now has the lowest turnover of cadres 
not only in Chimkentskaya oblast, but in the republic. And, you know, there was a 
time when even experienced workers left the mines. 





The permanent commissions of the town Soviet, together with the housing and 
domestic services commission of the trade union committee of the combine, regularly 
Organize public inspections of the conditions of work and everyday life, the san- 
itary and cultural services to the miners. 


In a year and a half several of such inspections have been carried out, in which 
more than 2,000 deputies, trade union activists, and people's controllers took 
part. As a result, the work of the workers’ cafeterias improved, dietetic tables 
appeared. For women hygiene rooms have been opened at the enterprises, beauty 
shops, stands taking orders for the sewing of clothes, washing and laundering of 
underwear. Those who wished obtained the possibility of purchasing semimanufac- 
tures right after their shift, as well as culinary and confectionery articles. 
Repairs were made in the workers’ dormitories, where there is new furniture now, 
the reading rooms and recreation rooms have been equipped. All children's insti- 
tutions and workers’ cafeterias have begun to be supplied with fresh vegetables 
the year round from the hothouses of the subsidiary farm of the enterprise. 


Such public inspections of the conditions of work and everyday life have taken 
place in other enterprises of the town. The ispolkom has carefully analyzed the 
results of the inspections and, together with the trade union committee of the 
enterprises, has exercised strict control so as to ensure that the means for the 
social development of the enterprises are spent as designated, in full volume and 
within the established time frame. And this has brought good results. 


During the past five-year-plan, five kindergartens aad day-nurseries, instead of 
three called for by the plan, have been built, including one at the expense of 

the profits of enterprises. A new dormitory has appeared, the rest zone at Lake 
Kzyl-Kul' has been expanded, the construction of a municipal hospital has begun. 

A new hotel of the combine has been built, and the previous one has been turned 
over to a children's polyclinic. During these same years construction on a sewing 
and knitted-goods factory has begun, alleviating to a large extent the problem of 
employment for women. 


“After such a harmonious, well-thought-out approach to the social problems and 
problems of everyday life of the town," the chairman of the trade union committee 
of Achpolimetall, R. Tushminskiy, related, “we felt that our tasks all of a sudden 
became consolidated." 
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At the beginning of last year, the permanent commissions of the Soviet checked on 
the observance of labor discipline in the industrial enterprises of the town. 

Then this question was reviewed at a session of the town Soviet of People's 
Deputies. A conversation on points of principle took place. The decision of the 
Soviet was discussed at sessions of the production deputy groups and in the trade 
union committees. Concrete measures were mapped out for lowering the idle time 

of equipment, for strengthening control over truants. Now the enterprises have ex- 
perienced a significant decrease in the number of people not turning up for work 
without good reasons. There has been an increase ia the output of fixed capital. 
During the past year the industrial enterprises of the town worked for two days and 
nights on economized raw material and materials, production valued at more than 3 
million rubles was turned out over and above the plan. 


The many-sided links of the local organs of authority and the trade union crganiza- 
tions of Kentau encompass now practically all aspects of the life of the towns- 
people. Commissions created jointly with the trade unions for the safety of 
housing, for the control of the observation of Soviet trade regulations, for the 
distribution of products in increased demand, are successfully working in the gor- 
ispolkom.There is broad representation of the trade union committees of the enter- 
prises in the town building council attached to the department of construction and 
architecture of the gorispolkom. With the active participation of the trade union 
organizations in the town, there is a “daytoff" staff in operation, a passport for 
exploring the culture of the town has been compiled. 


; . We walked through Kentau during the evening. Above us mighty southern 
acacias, elms and mulberry trees closed like a tent. From the lawns came the 
fragrance of tea roses. From the parks of the miners music could be heard. The 
windows of a cafe for young people were illuminated with colored lights. And in 
the distance beyond the town the signal lamps of the pile-driver of the Glubokaya 
Mine burned as a symbol of the miners’ fame. The town toiled, rested, and again 
got ready for a work shift.

LOCALS OPPOSE BUILDING GEORGIAN ARSENIC FACILITY

[Text] Whenever people talk about the Racha district today, they express regret 
that this beautiful region of Georgia is growing emptier and emptier as the people 
head for the cities to find work in factories and plants, construction, or whatever. 
And if it were not for the mining and chemical facility in the village of Uravi, it 
is often added, after a while there might not be anyone left in the area. All this 
might seem to be an exaggeration, but facts are facts. 


We mentioned the village of Uravi. But perhaps “village” is not appropriate: if you 
go there and look it over carefully you can judge for yourself whether it is inferior 
to any town or rayon-level city. For how many towns or cities can boast of such 
development, residential complexes, consumer and municipal services, a fine secondary 
school, nurseries and kindergartens, an excellent club, a hothouse facility providing 
a variety of vegetables summer and winter, and many other such amenities. 


The llth Five-Year Plan will also bring many new benefits to Uravi. Already under 
construction and soon to be completed is a sports complex with an inside gym and 
swimming pool, a new hospital and polyclinic will go into operation, also a 28-km 
highway between Uravi and Lekhumi, a bathing and laundry facility, residential 
facilities, a hotel, and a shopping center--21 new items in all. So if it were not 
for the chemical facility, how would Uravi--a village located so high above sea 
level--enjoy such benefits? All of this has been done for the facility's workers and 
employees, but the other residents of Uravi also enjoy these benefits and, as they 
say, nature is an added plus. 


People have mined arsenic for a long time in Uravi, located in the Lekhumi River 
valley- A small plant to process this mineral, which is so essential to the national 
economy, was built in 1932. It was later expanded and now represents a remarkable 
creation of scientific and technological thinking. In that time, and especially the 
last 10 years, a technological intelligentsia has formed. Judge for yourself: 60 

of the enterprise's 400 workers and employees are engineers, and 200 have a secondary 
specialized education. Ycung people from regular schools are given every opportunity 
to master the trade of their choice in the plant. 


Genuinely creative work goes on in the remarkably friendly collective. This is 
attested by the fact that the facility's specialists have to their credit more than 
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70 scientific works, 20 invention certificates, and many gold, silver, and bronze 
medals for adopted innovations. One might say that the enterprise is a university of 
technical education. Its specialists have established close contacts with 20 
scientific-research and training institutes in the country. Chemistry, physics, 

and mathematics instruction is strong in Uravi's secondary school itself. After 
graduating from college, the school's young men and women generally return to their 
hometown to link their fate to the enterprise. No one is leaving. 


No one here has ever been hurt in the mining and processing of arsenic. At least, 
oldtimers hereabouts can recall no such cases. There is no occupational illness. 
In fact, Uravi's unique natural setting, way of life, health, and friendliness all 
complement each other. Excellent opportunities for labor, study, and recreation 
abound. No one in the facility has time to get bored. Leisure time excursions, 
discussions, arts activities, and sports events are arranged. New films are shown, 
theater groups come to perform, and so on. Every family in Uravi is more or less 
involved in chemistry or technology generally. 


After hearing all this, one might get the urge to go get a job in the Uravi facility. 
My advice is not to be in a hurry. The enterprise is fully staffed with both workers 
and specialists. Whenever there is a job opening, only dedicated and qualified 
workers are accepted, and there is a strict waiting list. The reason is that the 
enterprise's personnel department has a huge file of job applications. 


But now you're asking why I'm singing the praises of Uravi. I'1l tell you precisely 
what I'm driving at. 


The fact is that arsenic, as I mentioned above, is extremely vital to the national 
economy, and demand for it has risen lately. The mines of Racha can contribute a 
great deal, but the existing ore processing facility is no longer adequate, and there 
is no space to build new capacity. 


It has been decided to build a facility about 3 or 4 km from Ambrolauri. Rather 
substantial sums have been allocated, and nearly one-quarter of the funds will go 
into social development--that is, the construction of good housing for the workers 
and employees of the future enterprise, consumer service facilities, schools, 
nurseries and kindergartens, cultural facilities, a sanatorium, and many other 
projects, along with the installation of water, sewer, and gas utilities. In short, 
much more will be done along these lines than has been done in Uravi. And when the 
plant reaches projected capacity, it will hire thousands of people. Every condition 
will be provided for schooling and recreation. Hundreds of "long-lost" people will 
return to their home region, cold hearths will blaze again, and the remarkably 
industrious Rachans--and others too--will multiply and bring this enchanting area of 
Georgia back to life. 


Well, the reader is probably saying, God bless them, may they live and prosper. But, 
alas, such is not the case. It seems some people have shown up who do not like the 
idea of building a chemical facility in Ambrolauri and are categorically against it, 
Claiming it will poison the air and ruin Racha so that no one will stay there. 


We have already talked about the benefits which the people of Uravi enjoy thanks to 


the chemical facility, and we have stated that no one has been hurt in the slightest 
due to plant operations. Racha's “champions” can hardly be unaware of this, yet they 
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keep harping on their notion. They are also aware that the new facility, which will 
be built in accordance with the latest Soviet and foreign scientific and technological 
standards, will be completely reliable in terms of safety. For their benefit I 
should like to make the following observation: Isn't Racha much more threatened by 
the immoderate cutting of forests for heating? Sooner or later the mountains will 
be stripped of timber, and Racha might as well have never existed. But the use of 
natural gas for village homes and central heating will preserve the forests and, 
consequently, Racha itself. An electric power line between Ladzhanuri and Ambrolauri 
will bring light to the region and help the collective farmers in all kinds of ways, 
making them stronger. Just consider: people's homes will have hot and cold running 
water. 


It is true that about 20 residents will have to be removed from the plant construction 
area, but they will be given new, well-appointed homes and even monetary compensation 
for their “loss.” A similar thing happened, by the way, in Makharadze, where one of 
Gruzgornokhimprom's mining administrations is located. A few families were resettled 
from the betonite mining area, for which they received 513,000 rubles and fine new 
homes. Well, you should have seen how many people applied to the administration 
asking to be resettled and given the same kind of compensation. 


Here is what N. Tskhakaia, general director of Gruzgornokhimprom, has to say: 


“What are we supposed to do, lock ourselves away and return to feudalism? The 
arsenic mines are in Racha, should we build the plant in Adjaria or Kakheti? These 
are modern times; the chemical industry is developing at a rapid pace. It is just as 
essential to the economy as air and water are to human beings. And without arsenic, 
you can't even make the crystal glasses in which we so love to serve champagne and 
other beverages." 


But the unfortunate thing is that many of those who are against it do not even know 
what benefits or harm the facility will bring; yet, claiming to be “patriots,” without 
really looking into the matter, they go along with a few individuals and keep 
repeating: absolutely not. 


If chemical plants were dangerous, no one would work there and they would have to 

shut down. Go back to Uravi, ask the facility's leading section chief Ts. Beshidze, 
who hired on at the plant after graduating from the Georgian Polytechnical Institute, 
or N. Tatishvili, presently head of the arsenic section. Drop in and see plant 
director 0. Dzhaparidze and chief engineer I. Chelidze. Both of them first hired on 
as workers and, continuing their education while working, they attained the candidate's 
degree. You can ask anyone you please what brought them to Uravi. If, in talking 
with these people or any other workers, you bring up the subject of industrial 

hazards in the plant, they will laugh and say that if you do not obey safety regu- 
lations you're going to get hurt in any facility. 


To this let us add the following: 


Many of those who pretend to be “champions of nature” have left Racha to live in 
Tbilisi. Many of them own cars, thus adding their own bit to exhaust pollution. 
Don't they know that exhaust gases are chemical and just as harmful to man as any 
other substance? Of course they know, but in this case they prefer to keep silent. 
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Shall we raise a clamor to give up cars and instead travel by foot or in carts, shall 
we reject chemicals, put on the rough boots and sandals our grandfathers wore, shall 
we give up crystal glassware for clay bowls, shall we stop making manganese and steel, 
pumping oil, and using gas? 


So are we going to build the new enterprise in Racha or not? We must! It is vitai 
to the country and the future of Racha itself!

[Text ] Prepare for a Worthy Change 


Popular wisdom has it: "A horse is a man's wings." That is how it was before. The 
present has given Kirghizia new and mighty wings. Civil aviation has entered our 
republic's life firmly and become an integral part of its economic activity. Air- 
planes and helicopters with Aeroflot's blue emblem now fly to the republic's most 
remote corners; they haul passengers and cargo; they deliver geological parties to 
mountain regions, and they administer chemical treatment from the air to kolkhoz 
fields, pastures and vineyards. : 


The burgeoning development of aviation haulage in Kirghizia necessitated the crea- 
tion of one more Aeroflot training institution—the Frunze Aviation-Engineering 
School for Civil Aviation. 


The school is young but in the 8 years of its existence it has achieved definite 
successes. Today it can be said with confidence: the difficulties of getting 
established are in the past, definite experience has been gained in training highly 
skilled specialists, and all the prerequisite exist for strengthening the school's 
supply and equipment base still more in the near future. Today, in speaking about 
the Frunze Aviation-Engineering School, it cannot be forgotten that it is the only 
civil aviation training institution in Central Asia. Young lads who have come not 
only from various Kirghiz oblasts but also from other Central Asian republics 
study here. That is why the question of creating a school of polytechnical educa- 
tion is raised increasingly on the agenda today. Civil aviation is being developed 
at a precipitate pace. New and improved airliners are going out on air routes, and 
airports are being supplied with increasingly complicated equipment. All this in- 
dicates that it is necessary to perfect also the training of personnel for the 
branch and to pay more attention to the vocational training of future ground spe- 
cialists. And no little remains to be done in this field. It is still early to 
speak about the future specialization of the school. One thing is clear--the avia- 
tion enterprises of all the Central Asian republics require ground-services spe- 
cialists, and it is desireble to train them here, in the Frunze Aviation-Engineer- 
ing School for Civil Aviation. 
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Preparations for the restructuring of this training institution have already com- 
menced. In the near future the school's grounds will be almost doubled, and the 
question of the construction of a new school building is being resolved. Because 
of the transfer of the airport of Kirghizia's capital to Manas, a portion of the 
buildings and airplane parking ramps of the old airport will be placed at the 
school's disposal. 


Polytechnical education will also require a serious restructuring of educational 
work, greater attention to the selection and assignment of teaching personnel, and 
a review of training programs and methodology. 


The 26th CPSU Congress has oriented us to direct our e?forts in every possible way 
toward improving the quality of vocational training and political and ideological 
education of specialists and strengthening ties with operations and with the prac- 
tical work of building communism, to constantly improve the labor and moral educa- 
tion of the students, and to develop their labor and political activity——and these 
are the things that the collective of the Frunze Aviation-Engineering School for 
Civil Aviation is to work on during the new school year.

ORGANIZATION OF LOCAL UKRAINIAN ‘DRUZHINAS' DESCRIBED

[Text] Volunteer people's druzhinas are the most mass-participation public organiza- 
tions to combat law violations and crime and to conduct preventive work among the 
public. Ternopol' presently has 206 druzhinas, totaling more than 14,000 volunteer 
guardians of law and order, including almost 5000 Communists, 6000 Komsomol members, 
and 32 deputies of the city soviet. 


Druzhina members are joined by common traits: patriotism, deep respect for others, 
unswerving observance of socialist rule of law, readiness and willingness at all 
times to come to the aid of citizens, to protect their honor and human dignity. One 
could cite many examples of exceptional bravery, boldness, skilled and resolute ac- 
tions by druzhina personnel in apprehending criminals both while on duty guarding 
law and order in the evening hours on the city’s streets, and during their off-duty 
hours. 


Instructor M. M. Moroz, commander of the volunteer people's druzhina at the 
pedagogic institute, while driving along one of the streets of the city, noticed a 
person holding a cap in his hand who, looking around him in a criminal manner, 
darted into an alley. This seemed suspicious to the druzhina commander, and he 
app¢ehended the stranger. It was subsequently ascertained that the suspect was a 
man named V. Dzyuba, who had a criminal record, who had snatched a muskrat cap from 
a passerby and who had been attempting to escape. 


Porcelain products plant druzhina member V. P. Pasichnyk, who was riding home from 
work on a bus, spotted a young man slip his hand into someone else's pocket. 
Pasichnyk apprehended the thief. The latter turned out to be a resident of 
Dneprodzerzhinsk by the name of A. Horba, who had been before the judge on numerous 
occasions for hooliganism and theft. I. V. Chuliy, a druzhina member employed at 

the custom-order garment and shoe repair factory, accompanied by A. I. Kormylo,a 
druzhina member employed at Motor Transport Column No 2224, displayed unusual bold- 
ness and resourcefulness in apprehending a hardened criminal in the act of burglariz- 
ing an apartment 
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All these examples eloquently show that political-indoctrination work is well or- 
ganized at the place of employment of the above-mentioned druzhina members and that 
party, trade union and Komsomol organizations select for membership in the 
volunteer people's druzhinas genuine patriots, people with warm hearts and clean 
hands, brave and courageous individuals with a strong sense of civic duty. 


We are endeavoring to diversify as much as possible the work forms and methods em- 
ployed by the volunteer people’ druzhinas. We deeply and objectively analyze their 
performance, receive reports from officials and party organization secretaries at 
the city party bureau on their direction of the druzhinas, and we help them syn- 
thesize the amassed experience of the people's druzhinas. Solid, well-planned 
briefing sessions for druzhina members, conducted before the unit's banner by 
precinct militia inspectors or microrayon DND [Volunteer People's Druzhina] head- 
quarters chiefs,are also of great importance for strengthening discipline and inm- 
proving the effectiveness of the patrols and level of preventive work. Druzhina 
members are given a current briefing on the situation in the microrayon and in the 
city as a whole, and their attention is focused on those areas where law violations 
occur most frequently. 


Every day 250-300 druzhina members go out on patrol on 53 different beats. Fixed 
post assignments are also given -- by stores, restaurants, and schools. Particular 
attention is focused on patrolling streets in the city's outskirts. 


A fine job has been done by druzhina personnel of the Ternopol' Combine Plant imeni 
25th CPSU Congress Production Association, the cotton textile combine, the Vatra 
Production Association, the medical institute, the Plant imeni Molodaya Gvardiya, 

city hospitals No 1 and 2, and branches of the Ukrkolkhozproyekt and Ukrzemproyekt 
institutes. A great deal is done at these enterprises to indoctrinate druzhina 
members, with close attention focused on dissemination of legal knowledge, strengthen- 
ing of production discipline, quality of service to maintain law and order, as well 

as preventive work with the general public. 


One means of increasing the effectiveness of the diversified activities of the 
volunteer people's druzhinas is joint monthly meetings of citizen councils and 
microrayon DND headquarters. The following are summoned to these meetings: persons 
who have served time but who have not corrected their ways, domestic brawlers, and 
parasites, in short those persons who are inclined toward antisocial acts. City 
party committee bureau secretaries and members as well as city executive committee, 
militia and procurator's office officials as a rule take part in these discussions. 


We also follow the practice of citizen council reports to the residents of a micro- 
rayon. People show considerable interest in the activities of this civic body, in 
affairs within the microrayon, and give a great deal of valuable advice on improving 
the activities of the volunteer people's druzhinas, and themselves offer every 
assistance to the cause of maintaining law and order and carrying out preventive 
measures. 


There are crime prevention councils in operation at enterprises, organizations, and 
educational institutions, the members of which include representatives of party, 
trade union and Komsomol organizations, vroduction leaders, veterans of labor, 

city soviet deputies, and public-spirited activists. They are well acquainted with 
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their people, their likes and inclinations, behavior, attitude toward their job, and 
they also are familiar with those who drink to excess, are rowdy brawlers, provoke 
family squabbles, and who commit acts of public hooliganism. Preventive council 
members conduct painstaking and persistent indoctrination work with such individuals. 


Recently we have devoted considerable attention to the ceremony of trooping out the 
druzhina members who are going on duty. These ceremonies take place in the city's 
central square. Before going on patrol, members are briefed by officials of the city 
department of interna] affairs -- by the chief or one of his deputies. After the 
briefing, the druzhina members march down the city streets to the accompaniment of 

a brass band. This ceremony smartens the appearance and tightens discipline among 
druzhina personnel, and also exerts a certain influence on those who are not always 
on 00d terms with the law. 


In order that the volunteer guardians of law and order carry out their difficult and 
honorable task in a skilled and effective manner, they must be not only highly 
disciplined and courageous but also possess thorough knowledge of Soviet laws and 
apply these laws correctly. For this reason a university of legal knowledge, with 
several faculties, has operated for a number of years now in the oblast capital, 
where microrayon DND headquarters chiefs and commanders of volunteer people's 
druzhinas are enrolled. Senior Justice Counselor S. Z. Batrak, the city procurator, 
serves as university rector. A 24-hour curriculum has been set up for druzhina 
members. Druzhina members attend lectures given by officials from the city party 
committee, city executive committee, the courts, the procurator's office, the city 
internal affairs department, and instructors at higher educational institutions. 


Effective socialist competition between microrayon DND headquarters and people's 
druzhinas helps improve the overall activities of the people's druzhinas. The top 
druzhinas are awarded challenge Red Banners, pennants, certificates of merit, while 
individual druzhina members who have particularly distinguished themselves are 
awarded valuable gifts, cash awards, free trips to rest houses, etc. 


Wall newspaper issues of DRUZHYNNYK, the newspaper of volunteer activists and 
microrayon DND headquarters, are put out at each volunteer citizen auxiliary militia 
Station. These wall newspaper issues relate the experience of the top druzhinas and 
criticize violations of the rules of socialist intercourse. 


Monthly law and order campaigns, which include the participation of from 3 to 5 
thousand druzhina members, constitute an important preventive measure in the cam- 
paign against crime and antisocial manifestations. DND rallies, held in June of 
each year, constitute a military review of forces. 


Party organizations of enterprises, establishments and organizations of this city 
continuously direct the activities of the volunteer people's druzhinas and help 
them in their daily work. This determines the success of this activity, for the 
public is campaigning to make Ternopol’ become a city of highly-productive labor, 
a high level of culture, and exemplary law and order.
